HAT IS CONSCIENCE? Is it a 

thing inborn, or does one acquire 
it by education? Philosophers and theo- 
logians perennially argue the question. 
Webster says: 


“Conscience is a faculty, power, or 
principle conceived to decide as to the 
moral quality of one’s own thoughts 
or acts, enjoining what is good.” 


The prophet Jeremiah came up with 
God’s answer many centuries ago when 
he said, “The heart is deceitful above 
all things, and desperately wieked.” 


So if Jeremiah is right — and he is — 
the deceitful and desperately wicked 
heart is incapable in itself of enjoying 
ood in its thoughts and actions. But 
od has provided a way so that indi- 
vidual and national conscience can be 
trained to make right decisions. 


American democracy, described by 
Abraham Lincoln as the “world’s last, 
best hope,” is founded on the principle 
of freedom of religion, freedom of 
_. freedom of the press, and free- 

om of assembly ... and these freedoms 
are guaranteed by our Constitution. By 
them has America become a beacon light 
to the oppressed people of the world, 
bringing them to our shores and fusing 
them into a great and powerful nation. 


On November 8, 1960 American citi- 
zens will go to the polls to make a deci- 
sion upon which depends the destiny 
of the world. Do you say that every 
generation has thought itself the final 
chapter in the Book of Destiny? 


Doubtless they had reason to think so, 
for John Donne said long ago, “Ne 
man is an island ... for all are a part 
of the main,” while centuries before 
Donne the Apostle Paul insisted that 
none of us liveth to himself, and no 
man dieth to himself.” Each person, 
each generation, projects its thought 
and influence upon those yet unborn. 


_Two men are now competing for the 
ghest honor this nation can bestow 
on any citizen. In 1946 both were elect- 
ed to Congress. Iu 1952 Mr. John F. 
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Kennedy became a Senator while Mr. 
Richard M. Nixon became Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


In the field of education both stand 
high. Mr. Kennedy attended private 
schools, Harvard University, and the 
London School of Economics when his 
father was the United States Ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain. 


In the London School he sat at the 
feet of the Socialist professor, Harold 
Laski, because, as he said, “My father 
wanted me to see both sides of the 
street.” 


Mr. Nixon came up the hard way. He 
was born in the political equivalent of 
the log-cabin, a small frame house in 
California. His father owned a gasoline 
and grocery business which left but little 
over necessities to help the boy through 
school. 


He worked most of his way through 
Whittier College, but won a scholarship 
to Duke University, from whose School 
of Law he emerged in 1937. 


Both men have strong family ties 
which helped shape their thinking from 
babyhood. Mr. Kennedy’s father is said 
to have settled over a million dollars on 
each of his children early in the 1930's, 
“that they might be financially inde- 
pendent and free for public service.” 


Both were reared in church fellow- 
ships, Mr. Kennedy as a Roman Catho- 
lic, and Mr. Nixon as a Quaker. 


Several important issues characterize 
this campaign. In the minds of many 
voters, that of religion is the most im- 
portant. Another is the foreign policy 
with which, from the standpoint of ex- 
perience, Mr. Nixon is well qualified to 
deal, as may also be said of Mr. Lodge, 
whose recent record in the United Na- 
tions has contributed to his popularity. 
As a Vice-President this should be a 
valuable asset to the team, and to the 
nation as a whole.

O WORD in the English language 

provides a more apt commentary on 
our times than that terrible word — de- 
ception. 


Fidel Castro, self-styled “liberator” of 
Cuba, is a modern example of how one 
man can lead many people into a quick- 
sand of deceit. 


Since the hour of the original decep- 
tion, when the woman said to God, “The 
serpent beguiled me,” the heart of man 
has been infected with deceit. 


One New Testament writer speaks of 
man in his sinful state as being under 
“the spell of deception.” It does seem 
that the present age is characterized by 
men “who lie in wait to deceive.” De- 
ception as a philosophy and as a prac- 
tical tool of political and economic en- 
slavement is indeed prevalent. 


It is my thought that Jesus touches 
upon the matter of deceit in his parable 
of the wheat and tares (Matthew 13: 
24-30). The false wheat was sown while 
men slept. 


In other words, the mischief was done 
when men were off guard. By proper 
vigilance, it could have been prevented. 
The teaching is that the deceiver seizes 
upon every advantage to carry out his 
evil machinations. 


Jesus said, “His enemy came and 
sowed tares ... and went his way.” A 
deceiver, in some instances, must con- 
ceal his identity, but always and un- 
swervingly he must disguise his true aim 
and design, for his evil intent is in 
danger of being spoiled if his real pur- 
pose is known. 


So, in our day, when a deceiver comes 
to sow false wheat, he transforms him- 
self into an angel of liberation.

Cuba Is Deceived 


Now this is precisely what has hap- 
pened in Cuba. And to confirm this ob- 
servation, I have the word of a man who 
saw the workings of Castro’s revolu- 
tion from the beginning and who fled 
from Cuba in May of this year. 


For fear of reprisals against asso- 
ciates still in Cuba, and for other con- 
siderations, he must remain anonymous 
for the present. I shall refer to him 
as “my friend.” Leaving a lifetime’s 
work behind, he now resides in the mid- 
western part of the United States. 


This man witnessed first-hand one of 
the slickest and cruelest instances of de- 
ceit in modern times. He told me that 
the assumption of power by Castro was 
after the working of a deceiver with 
lying wonders and with all deceivable- 
ness of unrighteousness. 


What my friend described to me is 
corroborated by many _ eye-witnesses 
whose reports have been carried 
throughout the country. Until a month 
ago, when Castro put a halt to it, Cu- 
bans were fleeing to the United States 
in a steady stream. U. S. embassy of- 
ficials in Havana could not possibly pro- 
cess the visa applications in a normal 
way. 


During the first part of May, my 
friend took an acquaintance of his to 
the embassy to apply for a visa to the 
United States. “They gave him an ap- 
pointment in October,” my friend relat- 
ed, “when he was to come back and be- 
gin the first steps in his application. 
Now it is not likely that he will ever get 
out of Cuba.” 


Some of those who did manage to 
flee were men who fought with Castro 
in the revolution.

lieved that the yoke of an ironclad and 
soulless military dictatorship was to 
be thrown off. 


But they soon discovered they had 
been deceived. It was all a cruel hoax, 
They had merely exchanged one dicta- 
torship for another and the latter had 
placed itself at the service of Commu- 
nism. 


Writes Of Experience 


One such exile wrote of an experience 
which typifies the deceitful tactics of 
the “liberator.” 


He was with Castro during the long 
siege in the Sierran Maestro mountains. 
He and his friends went to Castro and 
expressed alarm at the number of Com- 
munists who were joining the revolu- 
tion. 


Specifically they asked him about 
his brother, Raul, who was suspected of 
communistic sympathies, and about Che 
Guevara, who was a self-admitted Com- 
munist. 


He reported that Castro assured them 
that he was aware of what was going on. 
Castro said that he was pained by it 
and that it had cost him many sleepless 
nights. Castro told these men that as 
soon as the rebel army overthrew the 
Batista regime, he personally would see 
that the Communists were eliminated. 


Later, Castro demanded the names of 
all in his command who were strongly 
anti-Communist. His purpose in asking 
for the list, he said, was that he wanted 
to know whom he could count on when 
he was ready to clean out the Commu- 
nists. 


Of course, the whole world now knows 
the story of what happened to the men 
whose names were on this list. They 
were purged one by one. Many are in 
exile. The others are in prison or dead. 


Now that Castro has appointed him- 
self messiah of Cuba and of Latin Amer- 
ica, Cubans receive day and night the 
full treatment of deceit and propaganda. 
All of it is calculated to sustain the im- 
age of Castro as a saviour. 


My friend said that months ago (he 
thinks it was about the first of 1960), 
Cubans began to display posters and 
banners in business establishments and 
in rear car windows that read: Fidel 
Salvador de Cuba (Fidel Saviour of 
Cuba). 
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Cuban textbooks have now been re- 
written to give the Spanish-American 
war an entirely different context. Ac- 
cording to the revised texts, the battle- 
ship Maine was sunk to give the Amer- 
icans a right to come in and influence 


the island of Cuba. 


Heretofore, Jose Marti was known in 
history as Cuba’s liberator, but now 
Cuban youth is told that the island was 
never really liberated until 1959 when 
Fidel Castro gave the people their free- 
dom from the United States. 


Hate America. 


“Hate America” is part of Castro’s 
program of deceit. In wild, hours-long 
harangues, Castro keeps telling the peo- 
ple that Cuba is menaced by the United 
States, and that he expects an invasion 
from the north momentarily. 


This of course gives him an excuse 
to arm, to regiment the people, and to 
carry on in any way he sees fit. It serves 
to keep the people’s mind off of any 
thought of free elections. 


My friend told me that Cuba is now 
an armed camp. “Even children are in 
constant training,” he said. “They are 
told that they must help defend their 
country against the aggression of the 
United States. 


“During the day, gym classes are 
turned into military training. Both boys 
and girls are taught to march and drill. 
At night, adult groups are organized 
and given thorough training in rural as 
well as urban communities. These cit- 
izen-soldiers are well armed and equip- 


“Women take part in this as well as 
men. I have seen elderly Cubans march- 
ing alongside Cuban youth. These peo- 
ple are recruited from banks and stores, 
from labor unions, from farms and fac- 
tories, and from Havana’s growing 
ranks of teenage hoodlums. 


“I have seen the entire personnel of 
factories called out for nighttime mil- 
itia training and duty. If they refuse 
they are not patriotic, for they are con- 
stantly told that the United States is 
going to attack. I have heard many of 
them say that they wished they didn’t 
have to drill, but they are forced to by 
public opinion.” 


Promise and Performance 


The whole fabric of Castro’s ascent 
to power is woven with lies and deceit. 
He told the people that he would reduce 
the size of the army and thus relieve 
them of a heavy burden. It was of 
course the amy which had sustained 
Batista in power _. cpt the people 
under a reign of 3 
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But what a difference between prom- 
ise and performance! Great amounts of 
arms and ammunition are being pur- 
chased and distributed. After each 
speech that Castro makes, voluntary 
workers comb the streets collecting 
money to defend Cuba. They use cups, 
cans, and even buckets. 


“One night while driving through Ha- 
vana,” my friend related, “I was stop- 
ped three times and asked for money. 
Ropes across the streets stop the cars 
and then pretty girls, dressed as though 
they were on a date, flock around the 
car with a can or a bucket to collect.” 


Cubans are now very much aware that 
there is no hope for any reduction of 
the army. Their eyes have been opened 
to the large-scale military preparations 
by such incidents as my friend describ- 


ed. 


“IT was in San Jose one night when a 
blast occurred that sent all of us to 
cover and plunged the whole area into a 
blackout. When trouble occurs at night, 
the Cubans have learned by experience 
to turn out all the lights. As bugs come 
to light, so do the terrorists. 


“What happened was that seven 
trucks of the Agrarian Reform, loaded 
with high explosives and completely 
covered with canvas, were traveling in 
caravan. Evidently someone tossed a 
match and the canvas of one of the 
trucks caught fire. The driver, who 
alone knew the contents of the truck, 
drove it out of town where it was com- 
pletely destroyed. 


“This incident let us know that am- 
munition was being transported under 
cover from place to place. The general 
feeling is that these caravans are being 
driven to the eastern end of the island, 
around the mountains, near the Ameri- 
can Navy Base at Guantanamo Bay.” 


Promise of Land 


Fidel Castro had brightened the hopes 
of the peasants by promising to divide 
up the big estates and deed parcels of 
land to them. He kept the first part of 
his promise, that is, he confiscated the 
estates, but he did not fulfill the second 
part. 


Instead, he collectivized the farms, 
thereby following the agrarian reform 
program of Red China. The peasants 
have not benefited at all. They have 
simply changed bosses. Under the Cas- 
tro regime they are working for the 
State. 


It was only natural that people under 
oppression for so long would grasp at a 
straw. Castro held out the hope of free 
press and free speech. Cubans were elat- 
ed, but it did not last long. Little by 
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little, he began to clamp down until all 
opposition to his regime was silenced. 


| My friend from Havana confirmed 
what others have said repeatedly, name- 
ly, that censorship and police-state tac- 
tics in Cuba under Castro are worse 
than they ever were under Batista. 


“At different times,” he told me, “I 
had occasion to call the United States. 
After placing the information with the 
operator, I would have to wait an hour 
or more. Then when the operator would 
contact me, she would begin to make the 
call. The delay was to make prepara- 
tions to record all calls outside of Cuba. 
I never had this happen to me once 
during all the years I lived under the 
Batista regime.” 


Democratic processes under Castro 
have suffered as violent a demise as 
the victims of his firing squads.. A 
citizen of Cuba dares not express him- 
self, orally or in writing, for free elec- 
tions or aginst Communism, or he will 
be regarded as a counter-revolutionary 
and therefore subject to a charge of 
high treason. Trial by jury has been 
replaced by revolutionary tribunals. 


A magazine writer sums it up this 
way: “Every policy and device in the 
totalitarian lexicon has been introduced 
in Cuba and perpetrated upon the Cu- 
ban people.” 


So it is now evident that the revolu- 
tion was a monstrous deception. The 
plight of the Cuban people is indeed 
tragic. They had suffered long and 
hard under Batista. Hardly a home had 
escaped the touch of his cruelty and 
terror in one way or another. What a 
shame that the cure Castro offered to 
these suffering victims was no better 
than the disease. 


Coming to a Head 


I asked my friend, “What is going to 
be the outcome?” and he told me that it 
was rapidly coming to a head. He looks 
for the regime to crackup within six 
months to a year. He gave me three 
cogent reasons for his thinking. 


(1) Castro is not making a go of the 
revolution economically. Jobs are very 
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few. Each one that is available from 
the government must do for two or three 
people. For instance, the regime will 
let one man work 15 days on a job. 
Then it lays him off and calls another 
man to work 15 days on the same job. 
Or three men work 10 days each on the 
same job. Shortages and inflation are 
pressing the people hard. Che Guevara, 
the Argentine Communist, has wrecked 
the economy. The program to national- 
ize industry and collectivize the farms 
is in chaos. 


(2) The people of Cuba are not unit- 
ed behind Castro. When he came to 
power in January, 1959, the people 
were almost 100 per cent for him. Grad- 
ually, as he orbited toward Communism, 
his popularity has been declining until 
now he has not more than 30 per cent of 
the people with him. On this point, my 
friend said that he checked recently with 
a Cuban newspaper editor who agreed 
with him that the hard-core sentiment 
for Castro would not exceed 30 per cent. 


(3) Castro has alienated influential 
Catholic leaders and laymen and the col- 
lision between the Church and the re- 
gime is certain to be decisive in his 
downfall. 


Cubans are very religious. That is 
why they resent it so when they are ac- 
cused of being communistic. The Church 
has a shes hold upon the people. 
Catholic leaders have influenced every 
President and every leader of Cuba in 
its history. 


Struggle of Power 


Almost from the beginning, Castro 
has antagonized Catholic leaders. He 
has done ii by his alliances with Com- 
munism and by playing up to the Pro- 
testants. 


He had his boy baptized in a Metho- 
dist Church and sent him to a Methodist 
school. For the first time Protestants 
as well as Catholics were given free time 
on television on Good Friday. And that 
by permission of the government, of 
course. 
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Castro has deceived many Protestant 
believers. Since he gives them so much 
freedom, they simply cannot associate 
him with Communism. But they fail to 
consider his record and his “angle.” 


He is using them as pawns in his war 
with the Catholic Church. He is press. 
ing against the church because he says 
“the church is another dictator with 
its dictator in Rome.” 


So the conflict between the Catholic 
Church and the Castro regime is now 
enjoined. What ensues from this point 
on is a power struggle between the 
forces of Catholicism and Communism. 


The hierarchy recently sent out a 
pastoral letter condemning the regime 
as communistic. Castro angrily struck 
back with a blast at Cuban Catholics. 


During a lengthy harangue at a labor 
rally in Havana he charged that Cath- 
olic “scribes and Pharisees ... seek 
refuge in temples in order to fight the 
revolution.” 


“A good number of Fascist priests 

.. are involved with the United States 
Embassy in provoking the Church-State 
conflict in Cuba,” Castro continued. 


“He who condemns a revolution like 
this one betrays Christ. He is not only 
a traitor to Christ but to his own peo- 
ple and to the fatherland.” 


In his speech, Castro intimated that 
his government will retaliate if Church 
critics continue to speak out against 
his regime. 


In an obvious reference to the hi- 
erarchy’s pastoral letter, Castro said: 
“I'd like to see a pastoral letter con- 
demning imperialism. ... I’d like to see 
a pastoral letter condemning imperial- 
ism’s criminal plan to invade our na- 
tion. I’d like to see a pastoral letter 
condemning Franco’s crimes and Fran- 
co’s murders.” 


The question in Cuba right now is 
whether the Church or Castro can wield 
the greatest power. My friend from 
Cuba believes that we will have an an- 
swer to the question within six months 
to a year. 
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AMERICAN MILITARY POWER is | nations will ever accept and act upon 


now based on a one-weapon arsenal 
-—— the atomic war head — whereas 
Communism’s most effective weapons 
are non-military. 


The United States is driving blindly 
ahead with defensive preparations for 
an atomic war which will never be 
fought, so long as the Communist non- 
military offensive remains highly suc- 
cessful and unopposed. 


President Eisenhower’s pledge that 
our country will never be “the aggres- 
sor” in a nuclear war leaves the Com- 
munists free to concentrate their war 
effort on their vastly more effective and 
infinitely cheaper non-military Cold 
War offensive, safe from any danger of 
attack with the nuclear weapons on 
which our entire military capabilities 
now rest — the only effective weapons 
we now possess. 


The Hungarian revolt — which rock- 
ed the Kremlin to its foundations — 
was clear proof of the USSR’s greatest 
vulnerability: the dissatisfaction of her 
captive peoples and the unreliability of 
her own troops, who deserted in large 
numbers to fight with the Hungarians. 


The Kremlin’s constant nightmare is 
the simultaneous revolt of the captive 
nations — an event which would wreck 
the entire Communist movement almost 
overnight. 


The basic purpose of the Iron Curtain 
is to prevent the West from learning the 
truth about this glaring Soviet vulner- 
ability. Unless and until the United 
States recognizes and exploits this Cold 
War opportunity on an all-out basis, 
we are doomed to ultimate defeat and 
slavery. 

The only indication of the purity of 
American intentions that the captive 





is the complete breakoff by the United 
States of all relations with Communist- 
dominated nations — cultural and eco- 
nomic, as well as diplomatic — through 
a Presidential Proclamation as strong 
and forthright as the Monroe Doctrine: 
that henceforth the United States will 
follow a policy based on the eventual 
liberation of all peoples enslaved by the 
Communists. 


Atheistic Communists are outnumber- 
ed ten to one by religious people who 
worship a Supreme Being — a tremen- 
dous moral force which would soon pre- 
vail if the United States took the leader- 
ship under a strong and determined 
President. 


The United States must take the ini- 
tiative now in providing such leadership 
soon enough, or be overwhelmed by the 
onrushing forces of world Communism. 
These salient points present our situa- 
tion as it stands today. 


Conclusions 

Neither Kennedy nor Johnson has yet 
taken a forthright stand on any of the 
urgent issues which confront this na- 
tion in a War of Survival. 


Businessmen and industry are reflect- 
ing the sterile, unrealistic thinking of 
the State Department and the Depart- 
ment of Defense in terms of military 
rather than non-military action, as dem- 
onstrated by industry’s current adver- 
tising themes. 


If the coming Presidential elections 
were held today, the Democrats would 
win by sheer force of numbers; only 
strong, effective leadership on vital is- 
sues in the few weeks remaining can 
swing enough voters for a Republican 
victory. 

Since Kennedy appears unwilling to 
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face up to the vital issues, he must be 
forced, by overwhelming public demand, 
to take a stand on them in the “great 
debates” on television. This public de. 
mand can and must be generated im. 
mediately, so that neither candidate can 
sidestep or straddle the issue. 


Kennedy has openly courted and en. 
dorsed the liberal and left-wing support 
he now enjoys. If he wins, retaliation 
against those who opposed him will be 
swift and severe. 


Such a victory would be regarded by 
his followers as a mandate for suppress- 
ing all opposition as either “bigoted” 
or “unbalanced.” Leading conserva- 
tives would be subjected to all kinds of 
persecution, including the “mental 
health” abuses which are increasingly 
permitted by legislation in a growing 
number of States. 


Kennedy has already made enough 
glaring mistakes to defeat himself — if 
these blunders are properly exploited 
and publicized. The greatest error he 
has made to date was to raise the re- 
ligious issue. 


A Democratic victory in November 
would speed America on its down-hill 
road into a “controlled economy” and a 
Welfare State, where compromise with 
and surrender to Communism would be 
inevitable. 


Defeat of the subversive forces now 
backing Kennedy would revitalize the 
now disillusioned Independents and 
Conservatives and unite them behind a 
dynamic offensive program which could 
roll back and defeat the forces of godless 
Communism everywhere on the face of 
the earth.

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N SPITE of warnings of the ferocity 

of Hurricane Donna roaring out of 
the mid-Atlantic to pass over Puerto 
Rico and on towards the northwest and 
the mainland, my journey from New 
York proceeded. It was not long before 
we were approaching the beautiful “En- 
chanted Isle,” the-central “pearl” of the 
necklace of island gems. 


And of all the thousand or more is- 
lands, none is lovelier than Puerto Rico. 
I was musing on the fascinating and ro- 
mantic history of the Island as we ap- 
proached the capital, San Juan, situat- 
ed on the eastern half of the north shore. 
Off to the west is the little town of 
Aguadilla, where in 1493 Columbus 
first approached this part of the New 
World. 


By now we were on the runway at the 
airport and I was disembarking to ex- 
perience a few eventful hours visiting 
Defender mission fields and the Semin- 
ary, and to view the devastation left by 
“Donna.” 


The Well-Known Puerto Rico 


San Juan — typically Spanish, with 
its plaza in the heart of the city a con- 
stant reminder of Old Spain, surround- 
ed by modern business buildings — is 
a vivid contrast between the old and the 
new. 


Farther out is the ancient wall which 
once protected the city from invaders, 
with its historical fortress, San Cristo- 
bal. In the suburbs are beautiful old 
Spanish homes mingled with modern 
American styled dwellings. Everywhere 
are brilliant flowers, beautiful lawns, 
and a general air of prosperity and well- 
being. 


In the business section modern shops 
offer clothing of latest style, with the 
same high prices as in the States. Here 
are throngs of men, women and children 
in colorful, tropical attire, seemingly 
in holiday mood, free from care. 


The streets are crowded with late 
model cars, trucks, and taxicabs, and 
everywhere there is bustle and activity. 
This is the well-known Puerto Rico, 
which the average tourist sees. 


The Little-Known Puerto Rico 


Travel just a few miles away from 
this opulent city and you come upon 
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TWO PUERTO RICOS 





the Puerto Rico which few tourists even 
know exists. The roads seem like paths 
or trails when one leaves the main thor- 
oughfares. 


As for the dwellings of the people, I 
almost hesitate to describe them. To 
American eyes they are mere huts or 
shacks, but to their owners they are 
homes. 


These tiny houses cling precariously 
to the hillsides or are half concealed be- 
hind clumps of trees along the road. But 
always they are surrounded by beautiful, 
brilliant flowers and foliage with which 
the Island abounds. 


Since most of these natives live far 
from shopping centers, you will see, ev- 
ery mile or so, a little “shop” with per- 
haps a shabby table or “beat-up” coun- 
ter on which a small quantity of much- 
handled items are displayed. Always 
there are a few jars of penny candy for 


the children. 


Occasionally a dilapidated car or 
truck may be seen parked nearby, all 
appearing as though they could not pos- 
sibly make the next mile. One cannot 
help but wonder how these people secure 
sufficient employment to hold body and 
soul together. 


Presently, however, you will pass a 
sugar refinery, or pineapple and sugar 
cane plantations, which furnish seasonal 
work. Although you see the natives sit- 
ting in the shade or trudging along un- 
der the hot sun carrying burdens on 
their heads, there is always a smile and 
a friendly greeting for others.

different in nearly every way, there are 
still three things common to both: 


First ... the beautiful vegetation 
which all seem to love and desire 
for their homes.

Even in the 
face of widespread suffering 
from the hurricane and flood, al- 
though sad, the people still ap- 
peared cheerful and undejected. 


Third ... Roman Catholicism, the re- 
ligion of eighty-five per cent of 
the population of Puerto Rico. 


Defender Chapels 


One thing I was especially happy to 
learn, was the terrific impact of the De- 
fender testimony as carried forward by 
our faithful Puerto Rican workers, in 
both “well-known” and “little-known” 
communities. The highlight of my en- 
tire visit was the opportunity to see sev- 
eral of the chapels and meet a few of 
our Spanish workers ... after taking 
care of the business which took me to 
the Island. 


First we paused to visit the Seminary 
in Rio Piedras, which was scheduled to 
open in a few days after summer va- 
cation. We then drove to the quaint 
little Chapel called Villapalmeras, in 
Santurce. Rev. and Mrs. Licinio Rolon 
are the ministers, and all through the 
building evidences of their love are 
seen in the beautiful wood carvings 
which decorate it. 


Over the pulpit platform in Spanish 
are the words, Dios es Amor (God is 
love), and under it Santo, Santo, Santo, 
(Holy, Holy, Holy). In the corner stand 
three flags, Christian, American and 
Puerto Rican. The floor is of tile and 
many flowers decorate the pulpit. This 
church is entirely free of debt. 


In spite of the hurricane conditions 
of the previous Sunday, the bulletin 
board showed an attendance of 163, 
which was excellent for this tiny village. 
Brother Rolon’s face glowed with hap- 
piness as he took me through this pre- 
cious structure. 


From Villapalmeras we traveled on 
to visit a few others in the little-known 
communities ... the “backwoods” of the 


Island. 
At the first stop we found a tiny 


Chapel perched high on a steep hill. 


This was called Rio Canas and is pas- 
tored by Rev. Mariana Vilez, whose 
wife, Reada Felicita Baez de Vilez, min- 
isters to another congregation farther 
in the interior.

_ THE DAYUMA STORY | 
A firsthand account of life under Auca spears 


“TM'HE BIG WATER I saw, I came 

well,” Dayuma was telling Ralph 
Edwards in her own Auca ig 
“The stars like light I saw clearly in the 
big water.” 


Dayuma, niece of the man who, on 
January 8, 1956, led the mass slaying 
of five young missionaries in the Ecua- 
dorian jungle, now stood eighteen 
months later on a simulated jungle 
stage facing the dazzling lights of a 
Hollywood television studio. 


At her side was Rachel Saint, sister 
of one of the five young martyrs ... 
little realizing that she, not Dayuma, 
was the featured personage on the “This 
Is Your Life” program. 


For Rachel had long been dedicated 
to a dream — that of taking the Gospel 
to savage tribes of the South American 
jungles. In 1949, after many months of 
intensive language study and training 
for jungle living, she was on her way 
to Peru. 


Stopping enroute to visit her brother 
Nate Saint and his wife Marj, she 
learned of one tribe where neither mis- 
sionary or other outsider was welcome 
— the savage Aucas. 


“T don’t fly over them,” said Nate. 
“I fly around them. To be forced down 
in their territory is certain death.” 


Working with the Wycliffe Bible 
Translators, a mission team devoted to 
translating the Word of God into the 
tongues of neglected tribes all over 
the world, Rachel first lived with the 
head-hunting Shapra Indians of Peru. 


Two young women who had been la- 
boring on the language were due for a 
furlough. Taking their place, she soon 
came to enjoy and love these “children 
of the forest.” 


Chief Tariri’s bright feather head- 
dress intrigued Rachel and when on a 
visit to Quito she met a man who 
showed her a captured Auca headdress. 
She was thrilled at finding it a clue to 
the identity of the Aucas.” “It is just like 
Tariri’s,” she exclaimed in amazement. 


“These people must be like the Shap- 
ras of Peru!” Perhaps there was a cul- 
tural connection and they might be of 
the same linguistic family. Now she was 
more sure than ever that God was lead- 
ing her to these people who had never 
been told of His love for all men! 








A New Door Opened 


While visiting mission friends at a 
Peruvian Jungle Base, as they discussed 
plans for the future, she remarked that 
she would soon be working in Ecuador, 
They were astonished, for Wycliffe had 
no stations in that country. But even 
as they talked, word came that Ecuador 
had invited the Society to open a work 
among the unreached tribes! 


When volunteers from the Peruvian 
mission began to move northward, Ra- 
chel came in contact with four Auca 
girls who had fled their country to es- 
cape Moipa and his savage killers, and 
had found refuge at the hacienda of 
Don Carlos Sevilla, a wealthy Ecuador- 
ian (the Daniel Boone of Ecuador), 
who had literally carved a huge ranch 
out of the jungle. 


There they worked as farm hands. 
Among them was Dayuma, graced with 
a sunny disposition and a brilliant mind. 
In her early teens, when she fled from 
Moipa’s spears, and after eight years 
of what amounted to slave labor, she 
had forgotten much of her native lan- 
guage and spoke that of the Quichua 
Indians among whom she lived. 


Under Rachel’s tactful and sympa- 
thetic questioning Dayuma blossomed, 
and slow but sure progress was made, 
hindered only by lack of time after her 
long hours of hard work in the fields. 


Stories Dayuma learned as a little 
girl from her grandfather came to mind, 
and opened. to Rachel a storehouse of 
jungle lore. 


Knowledge of Auca religious beliefs 
appeared. They knew of one God who 
had made all things, and who would 
never become old and die. He created 
man first, then the animals, then as- 
cended into the heavens, never to re 
turn. 


In reply to Dayuma’s questions grand- 
father told her that after death and de- 
cay of the body, the soul would go high 
up in the sky by following a small trail. 
But should he become fearful and turn 
back, he would become a termite in the 
house in which his body was buried. 


There was also a story about a great 
flood and a man and woman who es- 
caped drowning by sealing themselves 
in a great hollow log. 


The greatest fear of the Aucas, how- 
ever, was of the demons who lived in 
many things. If they entered people, 
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they became like jaguars who talked to 
them and incited them to do evil deeds, 
including the murderous spearings of 
even their relatives. 


A Knowledge Of Christ 


As Rachel became acquainted with 
the language, the heart hunger of the 
girl became so manifest that she re- 
joiced in the privilege of showing her 
the way to peace and joy through Je- 
sus Christ. 


To her, who knew nothing about writ- 
ing or printing, the Bible became “God’s 
carving,” like figures cut into wood 
could be a message to the Aucas. 


Each tiny sign of spiritual growth in 
Dayuma was a source of delight to 
Rachel as it hastened the day when the 
Gospel could be told to all the tribe. 


Then came the Christmas holidays in 
1956, and Dayuma was permitted to ac- 
company Rachel to Quito, where she 
caught a glimpse of the outside world. 
When the following June brought a re- 
quest from a television network to bring 
Dayuma to California to be featured 
along with Don Carlos and herself, Ra- 
chel’s first thought was that such a 
shock would make Dayuma ill. It would 
be like taking her to Mars. 


But convinced that God was opening 
the way for American people to share 
her burden for Auca souls, she accepted 
the invitation and the three enplaned 
for Los Angeles. 


Let Rachel tell the story in her own 
words. She was talking casually with 
Ralph Edwards, the Master of Ceremon- 
ies for the program, on what she thought 
was a rehersal, when “Suddenly, from 
somewhere off stage, I heard my fath- 
er’s voice. I thought that these Holly- 
wood people certainly had gone to a 
lot of trouble to get him to make a tape 
recording for me. And then, before I 
knew what was happening, my own Dad 
appeared before me.” 


Then came the voice of Sam, her 
oldest brother, and he also appeared. He 
kissed her and whispered, “Don’t make 
it hard for Ralph, Sis, he’s working 
against time.” “And it was at that 
point,” Rachel says, “that I woke up to 
the fact that this was the real thing!” 
And she knew that thirty million people 
were watching them. 


Old friends came, seemingly out of 
nowhere, and while gasping at the rapid- 
ity with which things happen in Holly- 
wood, still another familiar voice was 
heard, and most fantastic of all, Chief 
Tariri of the Shapras, now a radiant 
and vigorous Christian, came to greet 
his “big sister Rachel, and little sister 
Dayuma.” 


After the excitement, the feasting and 
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the emotions of that night, Dayuma be- 
came indeed a sick little Indian maiden. 
Dr. Ralph Byron, Jr., an eminent Chris- 
tian physician, was called in and gave 
her not only medicine but a simple di- 
rect testimony of his faith in Christ. 


He had been praying for her since 
the day he had learned of her existence. 
“Are you trusting the Lord Jesus, too?” 


he asked, and her spontaneous reply 
was, “Yes, I think of Him day and 
night!” 


Dr. Byron prayed quietly for her 
healing. The next morning the fever 
was gone, and Dayuma was back to 
normal. 


New Experiences 


Then followed days of thrilling exper- 
iences. Trips on giant planes. Sights 
in great cities. The Billy Graham Cru- 
sade in New York, where she told a 
Bible story to the vast audience as Ra- 
chel interpreted. 


New friends everywhere. Amazement 
that so many people who had “God’s 
carvings,” in their own language, failed 
to know and love Him. Fear that Ra- 
chel’s family might kill her because her 
kinsmen had slain their son. But their 
Christian love toward her became a 
large factor in opening the door to the 
Aucas a few months later. 


At Sulpur Springs, Arkansas, in Sep- 
tember, Dayuma met Wycliffe friends 
from all over the world, who at their 
biennial conference, told of countless 
prayers for her and her people. 


Staying on through the winter, Ra- 
chel worked on texts in the Auca lan- 
guage. Dayuma saw her first snow, had 
an almost fatal bout with Asian flu, 
which she attributed to the “forest de- 
vil.” Gradually her faith in God grew 
and fear of demons subsided. 


Before she met Rachel she had been 


married to a Quichua Indian and had 
borne two sons. When the younger was 
six months old, both he and Miguel, her 
husband, died of measles, and she her- 
self was too ill to care. A neighbor 
Quichua woman cared for her and the 
older boy for many months. 


Now, in Arkansas, she longed for her 
eight-year-old son so he, too, could see 
the snow. Kind friends brought Sammy 
in time for him to play in the snow 
with his mother. Dayuma lost no time 
in teaching him the wonders of God 
and His Son Jesus. 


In the meantime word came that two 
Auca women had come out of the jungle 
and were with Betty Elliot at Shandia. 
Tape recordings were made for inter- 
change of messages, and she learned 
that the two were her aunts, whom she 
had not seen for twelve years. Urging 
them to stay with Betty until she came 
back, she promised, “Later, returning, I 
will come.” 


Dayuma’s Baptism 


Having learned the meaning of bap- 
tism in relation to the Christian life, 
she requested it for herself. At Wheaton 
College, she was baptized into Christ ... 
the first Aucan convert, who was to be- 
come the first Aucan missionary to “one 
of the last Stone Age tribes in exist- 
ence.” 


In the congregation that day were the 
parents and sister of Jim Elliot and the 
mother of Ed McCully, as well as the 
sister of Nate Saint. Before her bap- 
tism Dayuma solemnly dedicated her 
son to God with the prayer that he 
would follow Him all the days of his 
life. 


Shortly after this eventful day the 
three returned to the mission base in 
Ecuador. Here in thatched huts the 
three awaited the coming of the aunts 





from Shandia. Dayuma learned that her 
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mother was alive and still longed for 


her. 


With the aunts she returned to her na- 
tive village and a month later came 
back with them and six other Aucas, 
bringing an invitation for Betty and 
Rachel to visit the tribe. As they ap. 
proached the mission buildings, Dayu- 
ma was in the lead singing “Jesus Loves 
Me,” in English. 


Time and space fails us to recount 
the wonders of God’s leading — in the 
safe journey to the village, the sojourn 
with the Aucas as they welcomed “the 
outsiders” into their homes, the preach- 
ing of Dayuma who never shunned a 
chance to tell her people of the love of 
God and of “the good foreigners” who 
also loved them for Christ’s sake. 


Rachel learned the details of the mas- 
sacre of the misionaries, that it was be- 
cause they thought the men had killed 
Dayuma, and they were avenging her 
death. 


Her uncle Gikita, the leader said, “I 
did not do well. That was before I 
knew God.” And there were tears in his 
eyes. “For the last time I have killed. 
We did not understand that your men 
wanted to help us ... it was bad, bad, 
bad.”

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A HALF CENTURY AGO, novels and 

short stories tended to include en- 
nobling themes and inspiring values as a 
means of attracting readers. True, there 
were “heavies,” “heroes,” and problems 
to lend a story substance, just as now. 
But these elements were arranged in 
such a way as to show that decency 
and morality triumph in the end, and 
that as a result, life is a more enjoyable 
and worthwhile experience. 


Now, it would be unrealistic to say 
that the dime thrillers of the period 
didn’t feature some pretty shady goings- 
on, but the reader, young or old, was 
never left with the impression that it 
was “hep” and smart to flout some of 
the social customs and attributes which 
have given America its distinct heritage. 


Over forty? You'll remember the 
“heavy” in this earlier American fiction. 
He was as oily as they come, but there 
was seldom a doubt by the time the 
story was concluded, that some of the 
popular virtues of the time had been 
instrumental in giving him the works. 


Remember the hero? They really had 
“class” in those days. And bygone 
writers, sterling souls, scrupulously 
avoided giving their shining young men 
what they thought was the “taint of 
liquor,” for it was believed that any 
such association would confuse charac- 
ter identification. 


The champagne tumbler and the leer, 
however polite, were strictly in the pro- 
vince of the “heavy.” In this way, prin- 
ciple had its way; the waxed moustache 
stuff, clearly identifiable, always got its 
come-uppance. 


Women’s clubs and censors were sat- 
isfied, yet all the necessary story ele- 
ments for a good conflict were present. 
In other words, you knew where you 
stood. 


Today? We're “modern.” We've rid 
ourselves of a lot of foolish notions of 
what young people should do and not 
do. Psychologists and psychiatrists glib- 
ly tell us that our children should have 
“experience.” 


This, they infer, is part of the brave 
new world just around the corner, and 
the old injunctions against too-liberal 
conduct are regarded as narrow folk- 
ways and “square” to the core. 


WHAT’S HAPPENED 
TO AMERICAN LITERATURE? 
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Regulated Diets? 


American literature of the past few 
years clearly reflects this trend. For 
the people to whom we owe our fiction 
to adhere to yesterday’s standards would 
seem unthinkable to editors and publish- 
ers, who seem to control these changes. 


Like the proud little handful of Eur- 
opeans who would dictate milady’s 
fashions, literary tastes are regulated, 
exploited and manipulated. Sagacious 
men know that an appeal to the lurid 
and the banal can result in a far larger 
public enthusiasm, and with less effort. 


Then, too, we must ask whether or not 
there may be more sinister motives in 
this effort to alter the quality of our 
fiction. 


Even the Theodore Dreiser school, 
which raised eyebrows not too many 
years ago for its candid treatment of 
sex, has nothing in common with the 
modern trend. Dreiser’s novels held a 
certain check and balance quality; there 
was always a moral, a lesson, something 
to be learned. 


Today, however, we witness the writ- 
er, egged on by his publisher, creating 
characters and situations devoid of any 
purpose: a three-ring circus in which 
mental pathology and sex aberration 
compete to excite and stimulate, rather 
than entertain or instruct the reader. 


The disconcerting number of “best 
sellers” (later emblazoned in final color 
and glory on the screen) featuring 
crudely written accounts of unmoral 
conduct for no other reason than that 
of the shocking reader experience, may 
be questioned as whether part of a pur- 
poseful plan to alter the reading habits 
and moral standards of a people. 


The degree to which the general pub- 
lic has been lulled by this trend toward 
“liberality” and “freedom of expres- 
sion” is seen in various ways. 


Many Americans who would vigor- 
ously oppose the use of certain words 
or phrases in the presence of wives or 
daughters, have no qualms in allowing 
books to enter their homes containing 
phraseology far more imaginative than 
the most versatile club story teller. 


And many of these cute author-pub- 
lisher combines no longer bother to

mask the more definitive passages; the 
naked little words, glaring up from the 
page in ugly challenge, and many which 
we haven’t heard mouthed since gram- 
mar school days, seem to say: see, it’s a 
trend, we’re not afraid any more — 
poisonous, awkward little epithets to 
stun, outrage, or delight, as the case 


may be. 


literary Drones 


We must face the fact that a genera- 
tion of literary drones are being culti- 
vated; persons so conditioned that the 
values and benefits once implicit in most 
fiction are fast disappearing, unwanted 
and unrecognized, whether by purpose- 
ful design or innocuous drift. 


It is highly debatable whether an au- 
thor today could sell, to the adult read- 
ership, a novel of a protagonist who 
refuses to yield to temptation, who will 
not compromise, who is without “char- 
acter flaws” and who delivers a nice 
little talk to the other characters in the 
story, urging the “good life” upon 
them. 

The literary consciousness of the 
American has been satiated with the 
thought that a fictional character “has 
to be a little bad” to be worth reading 
about. The inspiring individual has be- 
come a bore — the uplifting story a dry 
preachment. 


To the reader, weaned on homicide, 
sex and the indifferent and improvident 
life, the writer of a “think” piece is a 
square and a blue nose. 


All great civilizations have developed 
a written communication and a litera- 
ture playing an important part in the 
community life and its ultimate destiny. 
It is part of man’s heritage that many 
of his acquired social customs, charac- 
ter-building habits and the laws which 
support them, come as a result of what 
we've been inspired to think and feel 
by the story tellers. 


Indeed, from the early Greek drama- 
tists, down to the present day, men have 
been inescapably affected by the nature 
of their books and plays: manners and 
moods running the gamut of emotion, 
and which some how, unconsciously or 
otherwise, affect personal behavior. 


Our juvenile delinquency rates, rising 
constantly, suggest not only problems 
of adjustment at home and school, but 
that certain negative mental impressions 
= received from other sources as 
well. 


These negative impressions could very 
well originate in printed matter with 
no end in view but entertainment based 
on the sordid and the lurid. 


The trend may have some of its roots

received, that the child need no longer 
be “trained,” but “entertained” — that 
“self-expression” is the answer, and 
that such things as discipline and par- 
ental compulsion are outmoded, even as 
corporal punishment. 


At any rate, as publishers continue 
to measure success in terms of circula- 
tion; as they continue to rely on themes 
stressing the most listless and depraved 





aspects of human nature, there is a 
strong likelihood that many readers, 
even as now, will be drawn into a com- 
mon mold and by the process of devia- 
tion, be turned from better things. 


If there is a renaissance in America, 
it must include a thorough reexamina- 
tion of our reading habits, along with 
some of the leading publishers who are 
strongly inarticulate regarding possible 
change. 
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WHOL BE the next President of the 

United States? This is the question 
on millions of minds now, but few peo- 
ple today realize how different the ques- 
tion was in 1887. 


Then, at the Constitutional Conven- 
tion, one hotly debated question was 
this: Should we have a President? 


Many of the delegates were afraid 
that a single Chief Executive would have 
altogether too many chances to turn 
himself into a dictator, and favored the 
establishment of a three-man executive 
committee to carry out the will of the 
Legislature. 


The most important reason why sup- 
porters of a one-man executive finally 
won out may well have been that every- 
body was sure that George Washington 
(whom all the delegates knew and trust- 
ed) would get the job. 


Pierce Butler, a delegate from South 
Carolina, wrote to a friend after the 
Convention was over: 


“Entre nous, I do not believe that the 
executive powers would have been so 
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great, had not many of the members 
cast their eyes toward General Wash- 
ington as President, and shaped their 
ideas of the powers to be given a Presi- 
dent by their opinions of his virtue.” 


Even so, not everybody was happy. 


Patrick Henry, of “give me liberty or 
give me death” fame, who was so op- 
posed to strong central government that 
he had refused even to attend the Con- 
vention, called the Presidency “an aw- 
ful squint toward monarchy.” 


(As a matter of fact, there had been 
those who wouldn’t have thought a con- 
stitutional monarchy was a bad idea at 
all — but Washington flatly turned 
down the idea of becoming King George 
I.) 


Washington thought he had his hands 
full as President of a thirteen-state 
U.S.A. with a population of 3.9 million. 


“These public meetings with reference 
to and from different departments of 
state are as much if not more than I am 
able to undergo,” he wrote in 1790. 
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A Growing Job 


But over the past 170 years, the Pres. 
ident’s job has grown as fast as the 
United States of America itself. 


Washington, during a typical year of 
his administration, signed 44 laws and 
one executive order; President Eisen- 
hower is maintaining an average of 944 
laws and 60 executive orders a year. 


Washington granted nine pardons and 
gave Federal jobs to 65 people in 1791; 
President Eisenhower has averaged an 
annual 112 pardons and 43,537 jobs 
(including military and Post Office ap- 
pointments). 


Washington’s first budget was written 
on a single sheet of paper; the current 
Eisenhower budget runs to 1,030 pages, 
with a 188-page appendix. 


Today’s President holds down not 
one job, but five — and any one of the 
five could fill an eight-hour day. He is: 


JV Head of State, the nation’s chief 
ceremonial officer — a job that involves 
everything from presiding at banquets 
for visiting dignitaries to throwing out 
the first baseball of the season for the 
Washington Senators. 


J Chief Diplomat, the leader of the 
Free World and America’s top repre- 
sentative in its dealings with all other 
nations. 


J Commander-in-Chief of our armed 
forces. 


JV Chief Legislative Policy-Maker, 
with power to exercise tremendous in- 
fluence on the making of our laws by 
initiating or amending bills, pushing 
them through Congress or vetoing them. 


/ Chief Executive, the boss of all 
Federal employees (there are 2,718 in 
his own Executive Offices alone) and the 
top law enforcement officer. 


He is also, of course, the head of 
his political party, and must often keep 
its welfare in mind. But his primary 
commitment is to the two “Great Amer- 
ican Imperatives,” goals upon which 
most people in both parties — and most 
“independent” voters — are agreed. 
These are: 


1. In foreign policy, to work towards 
the freedom of men and nations through- 
out the world; to keep the peace, but at 
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the same time to keep the United States 
and her allies strong enough to win a 
war should one become inevitable. 


2. In domestic policy, to insure eco- 
nomic prosperity for all, with equal and 
available opportunities to work (accord- 
ing to ability) at adequate wages; to 
keep the dollar reasonably stable; to 
plan for economic growth that will keep 
a growing labor force busy and living 
standards rising; to protect every citi- 
zen from economic disaster in unem- 
ployment, long illness or old age. 


Political Conventions 


The way we choose the man to do 
this staggeringly big job has changed 
as much as the job itself. 


The Constitution originally provided 
for election of the President by electors 
from each state, to be chosen “in a man- 
ner prescribed by the state legislatures,” 
each of whom would vote for two men. 
The one receiving the highest number 
of votes would be President, the runner- 
up Vice President. 


It didn’t take long to prove that this 
just wouldn’t work. 


When political parties began to form 
in the 1790's, the two-vote system made 
it practically inevitable that the Presi- 
dent would be a member of one party 
and the Vice President of another (as 
happened in 1796, when Federalist John 
Adams came in first and Democrat-Re- 
publican Thomas Jefferson second). 


Or the winner and the runner-up 
might be men who couldn’t stand each 
other personally, even though they were 
members of the same party (like Thom- 
as Jefferson and his Vice President, 
Aaron Burr, elected in 1800.) 


So in 1804, the Twelfth Amendment 
to the Constitution provided for separ- 
ate balloting for the two offices. 


By then, electors from each state were 
being pledged in advance to the Presi- 
dential candidates already chosen by 
their parties. 


And by the 1820’s most states had es- 
tablished universal suffrage and pro- 
vided for popular election of electors — 
which meant popular election of the 
President. 


The balloting of the Electoral College 
had become the mere formality it is to- 
day. (An elector still can, however, 
theoretically, vote for anybody he pleas- 
es — and this happened as recently as 
1956, when an Alabama elector de- 
cided to cast his vote, not for Eisen- 
hower or Stevenson, but for a gentleman 
named Walter B. Jones!) 


Credit for the invention of the party 
nominating convention, that glorious 
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three-ring circus of American political 
life, goes to a minor party with few 
other claims to fame — the Anti-Mason 
party. 

The Anti-Masons held the first con- 
vention in 1830, and the two major 
parties of the day, the National Repub- 
licans and the Democrats, both took up 
the idea in time for the 1832 Presiden- 
tial elections. 


The National Republicans nominated 
Henry Clay (who shares with William 
Jennings Bryan the distinction of having 
run for the Presidency and lost three 
times); the Democrats renominated 
President Andrew Jackson. 


At those first conventions, the tradi- 
tion was established that each state 
sends a number of delegates equal to its 
combined representation in both Houses 
of Congress. 


This is why 1,521 delegates attended 
the Democratic Convention, and Sena- 
tor John Kennedy found it necessary to 
corner at least 761 votes to win his 
party’s nomination a few weeks ago; 
and why 1,331 Republicans met two 
weeks later, their magic number for 
nominating Richard M. Nixon being 
666. 


A Five-Point Program 


What can you do in a Presidential 
year? Here is a five-point program to 
help make your choice count: 


1. Know the candidates and the issues. 
2. Don’t fail to vote. 


3. Enroll in a party and vote in its 
primary elections (most primaries have 
already been held for 1960). However, 
this is where the choice of Presidential 
nominees begins. Bear this in mind for 
1964. 


4. Make a contribution of money to 
your party or to the campaign commit- 
tee of the candidate you favor. Your 
donation and those of thousands of oth- 
er private citizens can keep your can- 
didate free from financial obligation to 
special interest groups. 


5. Be a “campaign committee of one” 
— talk up your candidate to your fam- 
ily, friends and co-workers, reminding 
them to vote. 


And don’t listen to or spread unfav- 
orable rumors about any candidate. 
Anything you don’t read in the news 
columns of a reputable newspaper or 
magazine most usually is not true. 


Remember, when you go to the polls 
next month, you'll be an employer 
choosing the best man to handle one of 
the world’s toughest jobs —— President 
of the United States. Make certain your 
candidate is qualified for the task! 
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An Amplification 
of John 15:7 
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“If ye abide in me ...” (John 15:7) 


(THERE ARE TWO key words in the 

fifteenth chapter of John which un- 
lock this rich treasure of spiritual bless- 
- and power. They are abide and 
ove. 


In the original Greek the word trans- 
lated “abide” means to stay, remain, 
continue, dwell. In John 15:16, where 
it is rendered “remain” (in the King 
James Version), it means literally “to be 

rmanent,” and in Romans 9:11, where 

aul speaks of the election, it is also 
translated “remain” and here denotes 
“continuing unchanged.” 


The thought in the text is that of a 
permanent relationship. No violence 
will be done to the passage, but its 
beauty will be strengthened, if we read 
into it the full meaning of the Greek, as 
follows: 


“If ye continue to dwell permanently 
unchanged in me, and my words do the 
same in you, ye shall ask what ye will, 
and it shall be done unto you.” 





It is clearly seen here that everything 
is conditioned upon abiding in Him; 
and this abiding is conditioned upon 
one thing only — love. This word is 
from the Greek agape, which signifies 
Divine love. The term for human (or 
brotherly) love is philos, and is never 
used to indicate God’s love. 


It is only as this all-powerful and holy 
love fills the heart and motivates the 
life that one can abide in Christ in the 
truest sense. There are several very in- 
spiring considerations for those who 
truly abide in Him. 


“If ye abide” in Christ ... His Word 
will remain in you. We may be weak 
at times, and feel as if little is being 
done compared to the overwhelming 
needs, but if our confidence is in Him, 
His Word abides in us and is our 
strength and shield. It gives us power 
to overcome and to live victoriously in 


Christ. 


Victory in Jesus does not mean a life 
of complete rejoicing all the time. It 
often signifies battles. These are some- 
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times fierce and hard, and one feels 
that he has need of all the grace God 
has provided through the years to come 
out victorious. But the Heavenly Fath. 
er never fails one of His children. 


We have not been told to defend our. 
selves without help, but rather to “stand 
still, and see the salvation of the Lord, 
which he will show to you today.” 
(Exodus 14:13) In such times it is 
good to hear Him say, “Be still, and 
know that I am God.” (Psalm 46:10) 


God’s Promises 


“If ye abide” in Him ... the prom- 
ises are yours. Every covenant in the 
Word which is offered to God’s people, 
is conditional ... each condition resting 
upon some form of obedience. There 
are no “automatic covenants.” The 
highest possible type of obedience to 
God is found in this abiding in Christ. 


For those who truly dwell in Him 
there is constant safety under the Blood. 
There will be times when one will feel 
great need of pleading this or that prom- 
ise, as if all depended upon the plea. 
However, much more depends upon the 
abiding than upon the pleading. 


If only we can learn to “rest in the 
Lord,” with full assurance that He will 
work in our behalf, we will overcome 
our difficulties much easier. “If ye abide 

. ye shall ask ... and it shall be 
done.” 


No, not everything you ever request 
will be granted just that way; but all 
that is contained in the context, all that 
is clearly in God’s will for you, shall be 
done as you continue to ask and to 
abide in Him. 


“If ye abide” ... you may rest as- 
sured that He will not fail you. There 
may be times when it will seem as if all 
is lost; all will be dark and doubtful as 
to how this or that thing about which 
you have prayed so earnestly will turn 
out. But Christ will never fail you. And 
you will later see that the denial of 
some things for which you prayed so 
earnestly was, after all, His very best 
for you. 


God is not always in the forefront of 
the big push toward success and pros 
perity. Sometimes He lingers with a 
Lazarus at a rich man’s back door, or 
with a poor stricken mortal such as the 
Good Samaritan stopped to befriend. 


God promised Moses that if he and 
Israel would Go His way, “My presence 
shall go with thee, and I will give thee 
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rest.” The resounding echo of an Old 
Testament promise is heard in Hebrews, 
where it is proclaimed, “For he hath 
said, I will never leave thee, nor forsake 
thee.’ 


As you are growing older and find 
yourself able to do less and less active 
work, and fewer people seem to be in- 
terested in what you wish to do or try 
to accomplish for the Lord, your faith 
may be severely tested. It may seem as 
if God has forgotten to be gracious. 


But it only seems this way; it is not 
true. Perhaps those of us who are 
younger do not yet know the pain of 
being forgotten and left to feel that we 
are no longer needed; but it is wonder- 
ful to know that Christ will not fail us, 
even if others should. 


The Fruitful Life 


“If ye abide” ... there will be fruit- 
fulness in your life. If our lives are 
vitally linked to Christ, we are bound 
to receive of His life, and in so doing 
we become fruitful. His grace in us 
makes us “neither barren nor unfruit- 


ful.” 


To be a fruitful Christian is not to 
produce another Christian; this is His 
task. His fruit is summed up by the 
Apostle Paul, when he says: “The fruit 
of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meekness, temperance.” (Galatians 5: 
22,23) 


If one is a real Christian, these graces 
of the Spirit will find expression in 
his life. In some believers they are more 
pronounced, in others less, but in all 
they are present. Their absence spells 
failure so far as being a vital Christian 
is concerned. 


They may vary in degree with differ- 
ent persons, one manifesting more of 
one grace and less of another. The 
same person may also experience vary- 
ing degrees of the manifestation of 
these graces under varying circumstanc- 
es; but the graces will all be there, none- 
theless. There are no fruitless Chris- 
tians, just as there are no living dead 
men. If you abide in Him ... you shall 
bring forth fruit. 


“If ye abide” ... there will be a con- 
stancy of His power in your life. Christ 
is the source of all power and all life. 
He said, “All power is given unto me 
in heaven and in earth.” 


In Him we have power over sin, pow- 
er to live the righteous life. He is the 
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Light, we are the reflectors; He is the 
Dynamo, we are the cables which carry 
the current to others. 


There is far too much vacillation and 
wavering among Christians these days. 
There should be a constancy in spiritual 
victory and service which would let the 
church and the world know that we are 
wholly given over to God and can be 
depended on to stand at our post of 
duty always. There is no place in deep- 
ly spiritual living for the up-and-down 
way in which so many seem to live. 


Joy In Christ 


“If ye abide” ... His joy will remain 
in you. Oh, how sweet is the joy of the 
Lord! It surpasses every human plea- 
sure, and it remains when all earthly 
fountains of delight have dried up or 
passed away. “The joy of the Lord is 
your strength.” 


It is little wonder that there are so 
many weak believers whose lives bear 
witness to the depths of spiritual joy. 
How sad to see professing Christians 
trying to enjoy themselves when it is 
very evident that they are not drinking 
at the fountain of real spiritual joy. 


The secret of the joy of the Lord is 
constant abiding in Christ. When a per- 
son thus abides, he has a deep inner 
happiness that is unmoved by surface 
conditions. The mind may be perplexed, 
the heart sorely troubled, the eyes over- 
flow with tears of sorrow under extreme 
pressure, but underneath it all there is 
a deep and hidden joy in the Lord. 


It is a quiet rejoicing in the glorious 
fact that we are His and that He under- 
stands, even though all others may mis- 





judge or fail to understand. And this 
secret reservoir is our strength for vic- 
tory. 

“If ye abide” ... you will be secure. 
We believe in conditional security in 
Christ. It is only as we abide that we 
are secure. But this does not mean that 
we are to be forever in question about 
our relationship to God, or how we will 
come out in the end. 


Faith and obedience are the conditions 
of victory, and none need go on in fear. 
We are not saved nor kept by our emo- 
tional overflowing, nor should we at- 
tempt to govern our spiritual ives by 
these. 


When we have been united to Christ 
by faith and have entered into the bless- 
ed spiritual rest of sanctification, we are 
as secure as Christ’s power to keep us 
and our willingness to be kept. No man 
can pluck us out of the Father’s hand.

His Spirit in us 
will enable us to resist all attempts of 
outside interference which would hinder 
our spiritual lives. 


This or that infirmity or shortcom- 
ing which may beset us will in no way 
keep us from going on in the good way 
of victory, if we determine to follow 
Christ. His Spirit will guide us contin- 
ually and, when need be, will chastise 
and correct us, sometimes painfully, but 
will never leave us unless we willfully 
sin.

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THE HISTORY OF THE 


CROSS 











You SEE IT in churches. It 

adorns monuments, flags, 
and heroes’ medals. Millions 
wear it as an emblem in their 
lapels, or hung around their 
necks. But few people know the 
fascinating story behind the 
symbol of the Cross. 


Centuries before Christ died, 
it was a symbol widely known 
throughout the ancient world. 
The Egyptians called it canob, 
after a T-shaped instrument 
used to measure the annual rise 
of the Nile, on whose bounty 
the life of the nation depended. 


For other nations of the East, 
it was an urani, and took the 
shape of two pieces of wood 
with handles. By rubbing the 
two sticks together, the ancients 


kindled sacred fire. 
As early as 1225 B.C., Greek 
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stored images as symbols of 
worship, stating: “For as often 
as they are seen in their pic- 
torial representations, people 
who look at them are ardently 
lifted up to the memory and 
love of the originals.” 


The Cross was the badge of a 
Crusade in 1095, and became 
the emblem of the medieval mil- 
itary religious order of the 
Knights of Templars. 


In the New World, the Span- 
iards conquered New Spain in 
the name of the Cross. But they 
were astonished to find the 
holy emblem of their own faith 
already the object of worship 
in the temples of the Aztecs. 


Colossal stone monuments 
throughout Mexico attest to an 
Indian civilization which 
adored Crosses similar in de- 
sign to the Greek, Latin and 








worshippers of Bacchus offered 
that god cakes of flour with a 
figure of the Cross imprinted on them. 
The swastika, or twisted Cross, which be- 
came a symbol of terror in the twentieth 
century, appears on the oldest medal- 
lions of the Buddhists, and was a mys- 
tical good omen in many Hindu sects. 


The Cross was used as an instrument 
of national punishment in the days of 
Abraham. As a gallows. it was familiar 
to the Egyptians, Africans, Macedon- 
ians, Greeks and Romans. To various 
peoples it has meant a symbol of eternal 
life, productive power, or the life-giving 
qualities of the sun. 


For Christians around the world, the 
Cross is a symbol of their faith. It was 
on a Roman Cross at Golgotha where 
Christ died, only to rise again three days 
later so that, according to the Bible, 
“whosoever believeth in Him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” 


Secret Pass Signs 

In their days of persecution, faithful 
believers used the Cross as a secret pass 
sign, later wore it on their foreheads as 
a means of recognition. In 312 A.D. 
the Roman Emperor Constantine was 
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inspired by a vision of the Cross in the 
heavens to abolish crucifixion as a mode 
of capital punishment and to venerate 
the Cross as a symbol on the coin of 
the realm. 


The early Christians portrayed Christ 
as the Good Shepherd, sometimes carry- 
ing a Cross instead of a crook. From 
this evolved the custom of representing 
His people as sheep or lambs. By the 
end of the sixth century, the first form 
of crucifix showed the Lamb represent- 
ed on the Cross itself. Crucifixes came 
to be widely distributed by the Church 
as aids to devotion. 


In 726 A.D. Emperor Leo II of 
Turkey prohibited reverence to ikons 
and images. His son, Constantine V, 
subsequently outlawed every image of 
Christ and various other Biblical char- 
acters. But despite decrees, the monks 
and people persisted in their veneration 
of the Cross. 

The historic Second Council of Nicaea, 
a conference of bishops, in 787 A.D. re- 
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Maltese forms. 


The Cross of Lorraine, which Joan of 
Arc wore into battle, became General 
Charles De Gaulle’s symbol in leading 
the French resistance movement during 


World War II. 


A Swiss welfare agency which adopt- 
ed as its emblem a red Cross on a white 
field — reversing the color scheme in 
the Swiss flag — in 1864 organized a 
conference to aid the sick and wounded 
soldiers of the world. Sixteen nations 
attended and established the Internation- 
al Red Cross. 


Kinds of Crosses 


The simple Latin Cross, with an up- 
right and single shorter transom, is the 
most common. With two transoms it is 
called a patriarchal Cross; with three, 
a papal Cross. 


A Cross widely used by Slavs and 
others of Eastern rites, has two tran- 
soms and a slanting crosspiece below. 
The Greek Cross has equal arms. St. 
Andrew’s Cross is like an X; the Celtic, 
or Iona Cross bears a circle, the cen-

An example of artistic effort spent on 
Crosses is seen in the monumental ones 
of market, town and wayside, in Europe. 
Some of the finest art products of the 
Anglo-Saxons were stone Crosses. 


Edward I had several of them, the 
famed Eleanor Crosses, erected in Eng- 
lish villages to mark the funeral journey 
of his queen consort, Eleanor of Cas- 
tile, who died in 1290. 


Processional Crosses (on poles) lend 
themselves to elaboration. Crosses are 
also worn for personal ornament. Pec- 
toral Crosses and necklace crosses have 
given scope for fine enameling. 





























Legends of the Cross 


The rich history of the Cross is 
shrouded in legend and superstition. A 
crucifix was said to have shed blood in 
1512, during an Easter Day battle be- 
tween the French and Spanish. A statue 
of Christ on the Cross reportedly per- 
formed healing wonders during the 
Plague of Malaga in 1649. 


Legend also has it that when St. 
Francis of Assisi was praying, a voice 
from the crucifix told him, “Repair my 
house.” At first he took “house” to 
mean church; when he later learned 
that it meant his own spiritual life, he 
renounced his worldly goods and took 
up orders. 


And the old wives’ tale still persists 
in some quarters that the Gypsies are 
accursed because one of them, a way- 
faring metalsmith, made the nails that 
were used at the Crucifixion!

That amazement has deepened with 
the perusal of this volume, “A Matter 
Of Life Or Death,” which is the story 
of Krebiozen, as it unfolds the record 
of greed and jealousy which operated 
to ruin not only Krebiozen itself, but 
every person and organization which 
might have even the slightest connec- 
tion with it. 


Cancer — Is It Incurable? 


Nearly half of those who die from 
cancer might have found relief had it 
been detected early enough, yet deep- 
seated malignancies are nearly impos- 
sible to discover until too late for help. 


“For,” says Herbert Bailey, author of 
this volume, “cancer is many things — 
an ugly thousand-faced hydra ... which 
can originate anywhere in the human 
body where there are living cells ... it 
arises as the result of abnormal changes 
within the body,” regardless of what 
has caused it. 


Cancer is the end result, and neither 
surgery nor radiation can eliminate its 
cause. And all cancers are alike in one 
thing — uncontrolled, spreading growth. 


Dr. C. P. Rhoads, director of the can- 
cer division of Sloan-Kettering Institute, 
stated in 1953 that he believed a cure 
will be found within the next ten years, 
and it will be a chemical resembling 
penicillin, which can be injected into 
cancer patients, acting to throw off the 
disease. He is still predicting it. 


Many reputable physicians who have 
successfully used Krebiozen for over 
six years, consider it the answer to the 
cancer scourge. Of course, regardless of 
how good a cure may be, it cannot re- 
generate vital tissues which have been 
eaten away by cancer, for no agent 
could possibly create a new stomach, 
liver, or other organ.

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The Discovery Of Krebiozen 


The story of the discovery of Krebio- 
zen (which means “growth regulator”), 
is one of the great romances of devotion 
to an ideal. 


Dr. Stevan Durovic, studying in 1933 
at the Pasteur Institute in Paris, France, 
became interested in mycology, the sci- 
ence of the fungi, among which are the 
life-saving antibiotic moulds like that 
from which penicillin is derived. He 
had not yet heard of the latter, but was 
fascinated by the rapid growth of the 
moulds. 


Cancers have one common denomina- 
tor — unregulated growth. If only 
something could be done to negate it, 
thought Dr. Durovic ... but the war 
came on and he joined the Yugoslav 
army. 


Held prisoner of war for eighteen 
months, his active mind was still busy 
on the problem of negating the common 
denominator. Upon release he and his 
older brother migrated to Argentina, a 
neutral country, where he could experi- 
ment with his theory. 


Dr. Durovic believed that the body 
contains a growth-regulating factor 
which promotes orderly growth within 
the proper boundaries. There is also a 
growth-stoppage element which prevents 
overgrowth. His goal was not an anti- 
growth element, but an anti-abnormal- 
growth substance, and his problem was 
how to isolate this substance. 


During five years, working with cat- 
tle, he used over two hundred materials, 
hoping to find the mysterious growth- 
regulator. For each failure he blamed 
everything except his theory, which he 
knew, with the intuition of a great sci- 
entist, was correct. One substance, which 
he named Kositerin, was found to be 
encouraging in the treatment of high 
blood pressure, but not of cancer. 


Recalling his study on the fungi at 
Pasteur, he remembered the horses on 
the family estate in Yugoslavia, and 
how a strange rapid growing disease 
called lump-jaw had caused some of 
them to die. 


He knew the tumors were caused by a 
fungus and theorized that the horses 
which recovered must have done so by 
means of something in their body which 
had halted the rapid growth by killing 
the invading cells. 


Slaughtering hundreds of horses and 
processing ten thousand gallons of their 
blood, he finally extracted about a half 
teaspoon of a whitish powder which he 
named Krebiozen. 


_ Experimenting on dogs and cats hav- 
ing natural cancer, he was astonished to 
find they rapidly recovered. Satisfied 
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that he had something of great promise, 
he sealed five hundred ampoules of the 
substance and in August, 1949, came to 
Chicago and to Dr. Andrew C. Ivy. 


The Ivy Research 


Dr. Ivy, Vice President of Illinois 
State University and head of its medi- 
cal department (one of the largest 
schools of medicine in the United 
States), was a man of tremendous pow- 
er and influence. Indeed, so great are his 
achievements and honors that fifteen 
inches of three-inch-wide columns, set 
in small type, are required to enumer- 
ate them. 


He was born with stubborn resistance 
of the never-surrender type. As he 
grew older his youthful physical cour- 
age transformed into an adult moral 
courage possessed by only a few. He 
listened to everyone, learned from some, 
taught others, and a few he both learned 
from and taught. 


He had enemies too, for he opposed 
the “quota system,” which limits the 
number of Jews, Negroes, Catholics, and 
other minority groups to be admitted 
into medical schools. 


He advocated broader education for 
physicians and the getting away from 
the idealistic orthodoxy which tends to 
crush the thinking, questioning, origin- 
al mind capable of making great ad- 
vances in medicine and science. 


To such a man came Dr. Durovic 
with his discovery. Hearing the evi- 
dence, and fully realizing the danger, he 
nevertheless accepted the challenge. He 
later said: 


“I weighed the evidence for and 
against the experiment, and I believed 
that the greater good was to leave no 
stone unturned in the search for truth. 
Besides, if the substance proved of mer- 
it, scientific history has shown it could 
not be kept secret very long.” 


Research study and experimentation 
began under the leadership of Dr. Ivy, 
and the eminence of many of the testers 
is one of the remarkable features con- 
nected with the case. 


One of these is Dr. John Pick, re- 
searcher and scientist, whose wife was 
in the last stages of breast cancer which 
had spread to the liver. She had not 
eaten in fourteen days and was in a 
coma when Dr. Durovic injected Kre- 
biozen. Three hours later she awoke and 
asked for food, and the next morning 
wanted to go to work after eating a 
heavy breakfast. 


Because so much was yet to be learn- 
ed about dosage and other factors, Mrs. 
Pick did not receive enough Krebiozen 
to effect a cure, but gradually the test-

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ing built up a fund of knowledge, and 
many astounding results were obtained. 


Another patient was Senator Arthur 
H. Vandenberg of Michigan, whose phy- 
sician had given him but a few hours 
to survive. Yet, with the aid of Krebio- 
zen, he lived eighteen painless days long- 
er, before succumbing. 


A Raging Controversy 


As the results from the tests became 
known, the greed and jealousy of men 
not so altruistic began to appear. Pres- 
sures were applied from every side to 
get it on the market. Scientific and hu- 
manitarian considerations were over- 
shadowed by another — commercialism. 


Two Chicago businessmen, visualiz- 
ing the possibility of making millions, 
attempted to gain the right of distribu- 
tion. Drs. Durovic and Ivy felt that 
much longer time was needed for test- 
ing, to be absolutely sure of its value, 
and refused to be bound to a contract. 
Threats, becoming more and more seri- 
ous, were made, until an ultimatum was 
presented which meant, “Denounce Kre- 
biozen or be destroyed.” 


The remainder of Part Two of this 
volume is concerned with the chain of 
circumstances which evolved from the 
generous act of Dr. Ivy in consenting to 
the scientific testing of Krebiozen, and 
implicating the gigantic and powerful 
American Medical Association. 


In connection with these circumstan- 
ces we quote from the current issue of 
the “Bulletin of the Citizens Emergency 
Committee for Krebiozen:” 


“In all the history of this profession- 
al guild there is nothing, absolutely 
nothing, that equals the inhumane, in- 
conceivable and _ incredible treatment 
given to Dr. Andrew C. Ivy and Dr. 
Stevan Durovic by the American Medi- 
cal Association. 


“And it is obvious that as a result of 
this, thousands upon thousands of now 
dead cancer victims of the past nine 
years never had the chance to find out 
if Krebiozen could have prolonged their 
lives.” 


A Crisis Develops 
The underhanded methods of the en- 


emy became more evident in the antag- 
onism developed by Dr. George Stod- 
dard, President of Illinois State Uni- 
versity. 


It was becoming increasingly obvious 
to Dr. Ivy and his associates that Kre- 
biozen was effective in controlling the 
many forms of cancer being tested. 
During the winter and early spring of 
1952 they had compiled data on more 
than five hundred cancer patients, and 





in April he completed an exhaustive 
seven hundred page report, “with com. 
prehensive charts on every patient, and 
every type of tumor completely ana. 
lyzed. It was a monumental work of 
careful scientific reporting and anal. 
ysis.” 


Briefly stated, the conclusions made 
no extravagant claims, but were a se- 
ries of observations. They showed that, 
after administration of Krebiozen, swell- 
ing was lessened in and around the tu- 
mors, and in a large percentage of the 
patients the growths were greatly re- 
duced in size. 


Also, there was a general feeling of 
well-being, together with a great de- 
crease in pain. As a consequence, the 
narcotic requirement was reduced or 
completely discontinued. The final ob- 
servation of this report indicated their 
belief that Krebiozen deserved a further 
aud more detailed and controlled study, 


When this book was written (in 
1958), the records of Dr. Ivy indicated 
forty-three Krebiozen patients had been 
cancer free for five or more years and 
scores of other growths had been re- 
tarded, thus making it possible for the 
victims to live normal, healthy lives. 


Shortly after completion of the re- 
port, an old friend came to Dr. Ivy with 
the warning that a favorable report on 
Krebiozen would mean he would be 
asked to resign from his University 
position. He replied that the report was 
a work of science and he would be com- 
pelled to submit it, even though it cost 
him his job. 


A second messenger warned, in effect: 
“Either conform and play our way, or 
be completely ruined.” 


By now Dr. Ivy was very much im- 
pressed. He had been suspended from 
membership in the Chicago Medical 
Association because of a fiasco in re- 
porting, by a newsman eager for a 
“scoop,” for which Dr. Ivy was blamed, 
although he was unaware of what had 
been done until too late. 


Then the American Medical Associ- 
ation published an unfavorable Status 
Report based on a very short experimen- 
tation. Many friends and hitherto friend- 
ly organizations, accepting the report, 
turned against Dr. Ivy. 


Innuendoes and veiled slurs on his 
reputation as a scientist were made, and 
some even hinted of senility. Mr. Bailey 
says: “Clearly, the ‘heat was on.’ The 
fear of being an outcast is stronger in 
doctors than in any other group.” 


Letters illustrating this fear are in- 
cluded as proof of its existence, and 0 
the power of the American Medical As- 
sociation to instill such fear. “Most doc- 
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tors still have to practice to survive,” 
comments the author. 


And he continues: “The oracular 
warnings and threats were all coming 
true. Now he had another crude threat. 
The blackjack. Was it possible, or was 
he dreaming? If he had been told three 
years ago that such things could happen 
in medical science, he would have 
shrugged it off as the wildest fantasy. 


“Yet here it was and what would he 
do? Present his favorable report as it 
was written and defy the oracles? Or 
change it to conform with the will of 
his opponents? Personal ruin through 
telling the truth, or personal safety 
through altering the truth, perhaps 
subtly, yet still a lie or a half truth? 


“The forces which thrust such alterna- 
tives on Dr. Ivy miscalculated their 
man. 


“Is it necessary to say what Dr. Ivy 
did? His complete report was handed to 
Dr. Cole without a line changed. And 
the consequences predicted by more 
than six messenger-friends happened al- 
most exactly as predicted.” 


Other astounding developments ap- 
peared in the summer of 1952. The first 
was the scientific record and approval 
of two large clinics which had been ob- 
jectively testing Krebiozen on cancer 
patients for over a year. 


Another episode, “one of the most 
bizzare in the history of medicine,” 
was the appearance of a wealthy and in- 
fluential Argentinian friend of the Du- 
rovics, Commodore Alberto Carlos Bar- 
reira, who interviewed officials of high 
standing in the American Medical Asso- 
ciation who were involved in the con- 
troversy. 


Had not his story been proved by 
afidavits, recorded telephone conversa- 
tions, and had it not fitted in perfectly 
with other evidence, it would have been 
regarded as utterly imaginative. 


The Commodore had set a trap for 
these men, to prove there was indeed a 
conspiracy to discredit Krebiozen and 
its advocates until such time as they 
could gain control of its distribution. 


Finally, the following year, the Ameri- 
can Medical Association and its Treas- 
urer, Dr. J. J. Moore, the two business- 
men, and others, were charged with con- 
spiracy to ruin Krebiozen. 


Dr. Ivy and the Durovics had been 
convinced through the Commodore’s 
counter intelligence work, the threats, 
the warnings, and the actions, that such 
a high-level conspiracy did exist. 


But why should those who wanted 
control of Krebiozen try so hard to dis- 
credit it? Because, of course — once 
they had it, they could alter the name, 
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do some “extensive testing,” and change 
their attitude toward it! 


Who can understand such an_atti- 
tude? It is not difficult, since the history 
of medicine is replete with stories of 
equal intolerance. 


There is Semmelweiss, who was 
driven from the hospitals because he 
advocated cleanliness in obstetrics; Jo- 
seph Lister, ridiculed for teaching anti- 
septic surgery; Walter Reed, who was 
considered insane because he believed 
yellow fever was caused by mosquitoes; 
and Crawford Long, who was mobbed 
because he discovered and used anes- 
thetics. There, too, is Frederick Gibbs, 
who was publicly called a fake by “emi- 
nent physicians” in 1934, at an Ameri- 
can Medical Association meeting, be- 
cause of his electro-encephalograph ma- 
chine, now in common use with various 
brain disorders. 


Yet, could there be a conspiracy from 
the very top level of organized medi- 
cine? Incredible! But the Commodore 
told them: “I could not believe it myself 
until I heard, even then I found it hard 
to believe. Cancer sufferers were being 
used as pawns in a multimillion dollar 
business!” 


Mr. Bailey had been gathering ma- 
terial for a book on Dr. Ivy and Krebio- 
zen. Invited to see reports and affidavits 
in Dr. Ivy’s office, he devotes Chapter 
thirty-four to explaining his great re- 
spect at that time for the American 
Medical Association and for Dr. Ivy as 
a man and as a scientist. 


The Editor of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association advised 
him not to write about the matter, say- 
ing that even a great scientist like Dr. 
Ivy could make a mistake. 


But it was with confidence in both the 
Association and Dr. Ivy that he ap- 
proached the reading of the documents 
which, he was sure, could solve the con- 
troversy then raging. After several hours 
of intensive study, he concluded that a 
book should be written because of the 
medical implications, if nothing else. 


Mr. Bailey says he thus came to the 
belief that “the people of the world and 
the world’s doctors deserved to know the 
truth about a drug that showed more 
promise than anything medicine had 
yet discovered toward a solution of the 
most feared disease afflicting mankind. 
They deserved to know the incredible 
behind-the-scenes actions which posteri- 
ty may call the most sordid scandal of 
modern history.” 


He spent the rest of the summer ex- 
amining hospital reports, talking with 
patients and their physicians, and with 
the Durovics, who impressed him with 
their integrity and sincerity. 





Later, after the unfavorable Cole Re. 
port of the American Medical Associa. 
tion was released to the Chicago Trib- 
une, a reporter, Miss Effie Alley, wrote 
a series of articles based on Dr. Ivy’s 
report and interviews with many doc- 
tors and patients. These were published 
in the fall of 1952. 


Mr. Bailey says: “Near the conclusion 
of its Krebiozen series, the Chicago 
American was able to say, ‘In the eleven 
days of ... the series no official of the 
American Medical Association which 
previously reported adversely on one 
hundred Krebiozen treated cases, no 
member of the medical profession and 
no member of the Cole Committe chal- 
lenged the truth of this paper’s arti- 
cles.’ ” 


A Challenge 


The American Medical Association 
denies pressurizing doctors, either di- 
rectly or indirectly. Yet Mr. Bailey has 
irrefutable evidence to the contrary. In 
fact, every word of this book is docu- 
mented, with nothing added to shield 
the author from the charge of libel or 
slander ... and no action of this kind 
has ever been instituted against him. 


But his first book, “K-Krebiozen — 
The Key To Cancer,” was refused ad- 
vertising space in large newspapers, 
kept out of libraries, and the company 
which published it was forced out of 
business shortly thereafter. 


Mr. Bailey stands behind his state- 
ments, saying that he wishes no im- 
munity from a lawsuit, since what he 
wrote is based on demonstrable truth. 
“In fact,” he continues, “I welcomed — 
and still do — a challenge of what I 
write about the Krebiozen controversy.” 


Dr. Ivy’s report on six hundred 
eighty-seven patients over a_ six-year 
period encountered similar printing dif. 
ficulties, and finally had to be privately 
published. 


Mr. Bailey presents numerous cases 
of pressure being applied on doctors 
and hospitals using Krebiozen. A few 
who stood out against it proved that 
individuals with courage to fight could 
break the Power, but the majority were 
cowed to the point of permitting patients 
to suffer rather than to incur the Wrath! 


Dr. Stoddard, President of the Uni- 
versity, demanded the resignation of 
Dr. Ivy, but the edict boomeranged, 
resulting in such indignation from the 
public, the academic world, the press 
and State legislators that the Illinois 
Legislature set a date for a public hear- 
ing. 


This hearing, with many witnesses 
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and much evidence for the effectiveness 
of Krebiozen, and cross-examination by 
clever lawyers, was prolonged until the 
Commission ran out of finances and the 
members became disgusted and ex- 
hausted. 


The University Board of Trustees 
demanded Dr. Stoddard’s resignation, 
and failed to renew Dr. Ivy’s contract 
... a radical method of settling a dis- 
pute by eliminating the disputers! 


It did, however, retain Dr. Ivy as head 
of the Department of Clinical Sciences 
and Distinguished Professor of Physi- 
ology. Now the often-voiced prophecies 
concerning him had all been fulfilled! 


Time and space prohibit further en- 
tries in this almost unbelievable record 
of intrigue, injustice and dishonesty, 
and the dictator-like pressures employed 
against Dr. Ivy’s scientific efforts to 
duplicate Krebiozen. 


Today he is a hopeful man who has 
done all in his power to prove that Kre- 
biozen presents hope to cancer sufferers. 
He is still supremely confident that it 
will ultimately triumph. 


Mr. Bailey praises highly the very 
splendid work being carried on by the 
American Medical Association in vari- 
ous fields of research and education. 
He asserts that this is done by “the little 
people,” who have no knowledge of cor- 
ruption and wrong doing, and should 
not be made to suffer for the sins of the 
few in control. 


He also suggests ways by which this 
administrative machine can be smashed 
by both the people and the doctors them- 
selves, by suggesting: 


“You can be assured that nothing will 
happen unless you make it happen. 
Public opinion is the only force which 
can right the injustices to science and 
humanity revealed in this book. I be- 
lieve it is just as much your duty as 
voting ... 


“You will either support true science, 
or immorality will win by default. Most 
of the people, most of the scientists that 
I know, are confident of the outcome. 


“When I talk with them, and with the 
indomitable Durovics, the dedicated Ivy, 
and when I re-examine the reports on 
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Krebiozen as I have done many times, 
and look into the bright-with-hope, 
shining eyes of .rescued patients, some 
of them my persona! friends — who 
have been treated with this substance 
evolved by the genius of a devoted 
Yugoslav doctor, then I know the calm 
security of having gathered and written 
the truth no matter what ensues.” 


The final chapter is a resume of the 
present scientific status of Krebiozen. It 
is, of course, still in comparative in- 
fancy, but knowledge of its efficacy in- 
creases as testings are carried on. 


There is evidence that its medical 
vistas may broaden to include other 





maladies besides cancer. It is now being 
successfully administered in various lo- 
calities throughout the United States. 


The Author 


Mr. Herbert Bailey is a veteran news- 
paper man, radio and drama critic, and 
a writer of medical articles for such 
magazines as Better Homes and Gar- 
dens, Science Digest, Collier's, Pageant, 
Argosy, and others.

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RED-HOT political sub- 

ject, in this election year, 
is something called “civil 
rights.” Both political con- 
ventions had internal battles 
on this subject which left 
wounds that will be a long 
time in healing. 


As the campaign proceeds, 
the voters will be bombarded 
from all sides as to which 
party and which politicians 
are going to “give” them big- 
ger and better “civil rights.” 

None of this makes for sane 
and sensible consideration of 
the basic issues involved. So it 
might be a good idea to cut 
through all the oratory, and 
get down to a few fundamen- 
tals on this touchy subject. 


First, the phrase “civil 
rights” is meaningless. The 
Constitution of the United 
States recognizes that the 
American people and the sov- 
ereign states of the American 
Union have certain rights — 
just plain rights, not “civil” 
or “special” or “democratic” 
or “emergency” — which gov- 
ernment cannot touch. 

A whole batch of supposed 
rights which are thrown into 
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whatever of the national po- 
litical parties. The Constitu- 
tion leaves in the hands of 
each sovereign state the means 
and qualifications of voting. 





Unfortunately, this whole 
question of so-called “civil 
rights” has become mixed up 
with the position of our South- 
ern states on the Negro ques- 
tion, and has thus resulted in 
great distortions of the basic 
issue involved. 


Certain politicians, for ex- 
ample, raise their hands in 
horror at the idea of segregat- 
ed schools. But the issue — 
which concerns every free 
American — is not segregated 
or integrated schools. 


The fundamental issue is 
that the national government 
has no right under the Con- 
stitution to interfere in any 
way in the school systems of 
the sovereign states. 


There are two major points 
which must always be kept in 
mind in dealing with this ex- 
plosive subject. 


An Amended Constitution 
The first is that there is 





the catch-all phrase “civil 
rights” are not rights at all. 
They are privileges — privileges which 
must be earned, and not granted to cer- 
tain favored groups by the government. 


For instance, there is no such thing 
as a “right to a job.” A free American 
has the privilege of seeking, finding 
and holding a job so long as he is will- 
ing to work, do his best to fulfill the re- 
quirements of the job, and give value 
for value received. 


One of the strangest phenomena of 
our time is the type of politician and 
public leader who screams loudest about 
the “right to a job.” He is usually the 
same person who is perfectly willing to 
deny a man the right to work unless he 
joins a union and pays tribute to a 
labor boss. 
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really a right but a privilege. 


The framers of our Constitution had 
no notion of an illiterate and ignorant 
electorate. Yet today, we have one polit- 
ical party promising to do away with 
the literacy test for voting, and the oth- 
er promising to stipulate that a certain 
number of years of schooling will “guar- 
antee” the “right to vote.” 


This is a subject which is no concern 
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only one lawful and legal 
means by which the federal government 
can be given power over those areas 
reserved to the people and to the states 
in the Constitution. 


That is by amending the charter un- 
der which the national government op- 
erates — which means amending the 
Constitution itself. This can be done 
only with the approval of three-fourths 
of the States. 

In other words, to take the example 
just cited, the national government has 
no power to interfere in the schools and 


never will have — no matter what a 
packed Supreme Court says to the con- 
trary — unless and until it is granted 


that power by amendment to the Con- 
stitution. 
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The second point is that we should nev- 
er permit the idea to become implanted 
in our minds that the government can 
“sive” us rights. This applies especially 
to all those minority groups whom the 
politicians profess to love so much. 


Anything that government “gives,” 
it can also take away. Once we ac- 
knowledge that we can get rights — any 
kind of rights — at the whim of govern- 





ment, the time might come, as it has in 
totalitarian systems, when the supposed 
beneficiaries of these federal gifts dis- 
cover that unrestricted government is an 
Indian-giver. 


Nobody has a greater stake in keep- 
ing the national government out of this 
so-called “civil rights” field than the 
very minorities whom the do-gooders 
pretend to help. 
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PJown DEEP INSIDE the hearts of 

men are mingled opposing emotions 
— fear and faith, cowardice and cour- 
age, poverty and plenty, greed and 
good. It is when the more forceful of 
the two triumphs in an individual, lift- 
ing him into the light ... that we really 
come to know which side dominates that 
person’s life ... and his continued ac- 
tions confirm it. 


Thus the stark bare fact is that what 
we habitually do, we habitually confirm. 
The Scriptures tell us that “as a man 
thinketh in his heart, so is he.” This 
can likewise be said concerning his ac- 
tions. If he becomes overly fond of al- 
cohol, we refer to him as a confirmed 
drunkard. If he cannot resist the temp- 
tation to take that which does not be- 
long to him, we refer to him as a con- 
firmed thief. Or his weakness may be 
gambling, or any other inconsistency 
which contrasts him with a born-again 
Christian. 


On the other hand, he may be a con- 
firmed church-goer, a confirmed believer 
in God. We so constantly identify one 
part of ourselves that finally it becomes 
the real — ourselves. 


Possibly this is the one good thing 
that can be said about prison life. It 
brings to the surface the real man with- 
in. There is no need for sham or cover- 
up behind bars. 


For something like an eternity I lived, 
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or perhaps I should say, existed, in an 
eight-man cell in a prison that could 
not possibly be to the liking of any hu- 
man being. 


Conversations in such a situation are 
mostly senseless. Seldom are they car- 
ried on calmly; always more or less in 
a sad vein, with a great amount of self 
pity. 

There are times when some fellows 
make an effort at being honest. Usually 
nothing is gained by their talking. Very 
little is understood. Certainly no hurts 
are healed; rather it ends in just so 
much nonsense. 


Conversational Topics 


Naturally a man will inevitably be- 
gin talking about his home, wife and 
children. He drops his voice when he 
admits his wife is leaving him. When 
he has finished, it is still unclear as to 
who is leaving whom. The strain is very 
understandable. 


Yet, this one thing is sure. The fam- 
ilies who break under the strain were 
held together at first by something other 
than love, because out of the depths of 
the Old Testament we read: “Many 
waters cannot quench love, neither can 
the floods drown it.” 


Alone in prison a thousand uninvited 
memories will often swoop down upon 
an inmate. At such times he will seek 
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Remembers.

Said an inmate to me one day: “I 
love my wife, but I know I am not 
worthy of her. My crime is such that I 
can’t face her. God knows I wouldn’t 
dare ask for justice. I want only mercy. 
Were I to be given justice, I would be 
in prison for a hundred years.”

Mercy Instead of Justice 


A prisoner’s time to serve passes all 
too slowly. In most cases, sentences are 
far too long. “Men exist for the sake of 
one another ... teach them or bear with 
them,” said Marcus Aurelius. 


Van Dyke too, viewed life’s double 
complexes: “We say that we ‘make up 
our minds’ to do a certain thing or not 
to do it, to resist a certain temptation 
or to yield to it. It is true. We ‘make up 
our minds’ in a deeper sense than we 
remember. — 


“In every case the ultimate decision 
is between two future selves, one with 
whom the virtue is harmonious, another 
with whom the vice is consistent. To 
one of these two figures, dimly conceal- 
ed behind the action, we move forward. 
What we forget is, that, when the for- 
ward step is taken, the shadow will be 
... myself,” 


When the better side of life is seen 
in a prisoner it is usually very bright. 
“As a man thinketh in his heart, so is 
he” works both ways. The noblest ex- 
pression and acts of faith I have ever 
observed among men I have seen de- 
monstrated in prison. Very few inmates 
who have any light burning whatsoever 
when they enter prison will hide it under 
a bushel, allowing it to die. 


During the eternity I existed in my 
eight-man cell I was assigned to work in 
the prison library, which gave me many 
opportunities to look rather well at the 
side of men that was usually lifted into 
a clearer focus by the powerful force of 
experience and expression. 


One could almost tell what side of a 
fellow’s life was winning by the book 
section he would hurry towards. There 
was usually quite a stampede, as each 
group brought in had only twenty min- 
utes in which to choose four titles. My 
job was to help the men find what they 
indicated they would like to read. Soul 
thrilling experiences were mine nearly 
every evening. 


Case Histories 


Schopenhauer, as he was non-affec- 
tionately called by the librarian, had a 
purple puffed face and a set jaw as he 
approached me and asked for the psy- 
chology section. Pulling out a volume 
on the subject, I asked him if he was in- 
terested in Christian psychology. He re- 
plyed with a loud curse (a stock answer 
by the majority of inmates in any pris- 
on, for it is supposed to denote a bravo 
spirit). 


I did feel a little guilty as I left him, 
after finding two books to his satisfac- 
tion, and then watched the time so I 
could return to him just as the librarian

THE RIGHT of private judgment is 


the crown jewel of humanity. 


Our Protestant forefathers waged an 
unyielding battle for religious liberty. 
They dared to be odd, to stand alone 
and to refuse to conform. It cost them 
suffering and even life itself. 


They pleaded and suffered and kept 
on with their protests and remonstranc- 
es and memorials until, thank God for- 
ever, their contention was won in these 
United States. 


It is written in our country’s consti- 
tution that church and state must be, 
in this nation, forever separate and 
free. This is the gift of America to the 
science of government. 


These principles became known to, 
and won the support of, Washington and 
Jefferson and Madison and _ Patrick 
Henry. 


Through them, these principles of re- 
ligious liberty were written into the 
basic document underlying the foun- 
dation of our government. 


In the very nature of the case, there 
can be no proper union of church and 
state. Jesus stated the principle in two 
sayings: 


“My kingdom is not of this world;” 
and again “Render unto Caesar the 
things that are Caesar’s, and unto God 
the things that are God’s.” This marked 
forever the divorcement of church and 
state. 


Difficult Situation 


A most difficult situation is created 
any time one speaks of the Roman 
Church. Our problem is this: that the 
institution of Roman Catholicism is not 
only a religion; it is a political system. 


There is not the slightest disposition 
on the part of any true American or 
any man who loves democracy and re- 
ligious liberty to attack any faith or any 
religion. 


But we are faced with a political sys- 
tem that, like an octopus, covers the en- 
tire world and threatens those basic

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freedoms and those constitutional rights 
for which our forefathers died in gener- 
ations past. 


For example, a Vatican Ambassador 
is sought on the basis that the Vatican 
is a political state. They say it is a sov- 
ereign government. They say it is a 
political entity. 


Then, if we object politically, we are 
accused of being religious bigots. We 
are not attacking the religion nor are 
we attacking the institution. We are 
merely facing a political reality. 


In one instance they present them- 
selves as religionists, then in the next 





Kennedy Enlists Help

instance, they ask for an Ambassador 
to the Vatican on the basis that they are 
a sovereign state and a political power. 


If you have ever seen the symbol of 
the Pope of Rome, he has two keys; one 
is a key of religion and the other is the 
key of sovereign political power. He 
claims to possess both. 


For another example: here in Ameri- 
ca, in defending nuns and priests in 
their religious habits and in their re- 
ligious garbs teaching in our public 
school system, they say their priests and 
their nuns in their religious garbs and 
religious habits have the right to teach 
in a public school system on the basis 
that they are our fellow American citi- 
zens. 


Fine — they are then received in the 
public school systems and are paid by 
the tax money of the Amercian people. 


When the internal revenue collector 
seeks to have them pay taxes, income 
taxes, on the salaries that they receive 
as being on the public payroll and as 
public school teachers, then they say, 
“We are not other than representatives 
of the Catholic Church and we pay no 
taxes.” 


What Happens? 


When the Roman Catholic hierarchy 
is able to seize political power in a 
nation, what happens? Here are a few 
examples: 


The Constitution of Argentina states: 
“To be eligible to the office of President 
or Vice-President of the Nation, a per- 
son must belong to the Roman Catholic 
Church.” 


The Constitution of Paraguay states: 
“The President of the Republic must 
profess the Roman Catholic religion.” 


The Constitution of Spain states: “To 
exercise the office of Chief of State or 
King or Regent, it shall be necessary to 
profess the Roman Catholic religion.” 


In the South American nation of Co- 
lombia, during the past eight years, 
with a government dominated by the 
Catholic Church, 49 Protestant churches 
have been destroyed; 34 Protestant 
churches have been confiscated, and 89 
Protestant church leaders have been 
murdered. 


Better Acquainted 


We now face the possibility of a Ro- 
man Catholic, Senator John F. Kennedy, 
being elected as the President of the 
United States. Let us get better acquaint- 
ed with the Roman Catholic from Mass- 
achusetts. 


During the second World War, the 
American ship, Dorchester, was sunk by 
enemy fire. The four chaplains on the 
ship, two of whom were Protestants, one 
Jewish, and one Catholic, all gave their 
life preservers to four sailors and, lock- 
ed arm in arm, they went down with the 
ship, each giving his life in order that 
one of his fellow Americans might live.

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After the war, the father of one of the 
Protestant chaplains, Dr. Daniel A. Pol- 
ing, conceived the idea of building an 
inter-church chapel in Philadelphia, in 
memory of the four men. 


In the fall of 1950, he proposed to 
celebrate the occasion and to dedicate 
the chapel with a banquet in the Belle- 
yue Stratford Hotel, Philadelphia. It 
was an inter-faith occasion. A represent- 
ative of each of the three leading relig- 
ions was invited to speak on that im- 
portant occasion. 


The Honorable Charles P. Taft, Mayor 
of Cincinatti, Ohio, was invited to speak 
for the Protestants. Senator Herbert H. 
Lehman was invited to speak for the 
Jewish faith and John Kennedy, of the 
United States Congress from Massachu- 
setts, was invited — and accepted — to 
speak for the Catholic faith. 


Dr. Poling relates how Mr. Kennedy 
notified him at the last minute that, al- 
though he had his speech prepared, he 
would have to cancel his appearance due 
to the fact that his Eminence, Denis 
Cardinal Dougherty, had requested him 
not to speak at the banquet and not to 
appear. 


Dr. Poling tried to reason with John 
Kennedy and pointed out to him that it 
was a civic affair and they were meet- 
ing, not in a Protestant church, but on 
neutral ground in a hotel. 


John Kennedy replied that he under- 
stood all this, and that he had done all 
he could to change the Cardinal’s po- 
sition, but, and I quote John Kennedy, 
“As a loyal son of the church, I have no 
other alternative but not to come.” 


It was too late to procure another 
speaker and there was no speaker rep- 
resenting the Catholic faith at the ban- 
quet. 


Lest He Offend 


Is my President of the United States 
to be a man who could not come into 
one of my services lest he be contam- 
inated by walking into the precincts of 
a Protestant church? 


There are something like 75 million 
Protestant people in the United States 
of America. And the President of the 
United States, lest he offend the priest, 
or lest he offend the hierarchy, could 
attend no Protestant religious service 
simply because he belongs to the Roman 
Catholic religion! 


As John Kennedy says, “As a loyal 
son of the church, I have no other al- 
ternative but not to come.” In November 
of 1957, Senator Kennedy states: “Peo- 
ple are afraid that Catholics take orders 
from a higher organization. They don’t, 
or, at least, I don’t.” And he continues 
and continues with that avowal. 
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A Special Article 


In May of this year, 1960, the off- 
cial newspaper of the Vatican, Osser- 
vatore Romano, published a special ar- 
ticle which is labeled “authoritatively 
binding” on all the church. It said, and 
I quote from the official publication of 
the Vatican paper: 


“The Church has full power of true 
jurisdiction over all the faithful and 
hence has the duty and right to guide, 
direct and correct them on the plane of 
action and ideas. The church has the 
duty and right to intervene even in the 
political field. A Catholic can never re- 
scind the teachings and directives of the 
church. In every section of his activities 
he must inspire his public and private 
conduct by the laws, orientation and in- 
structions of the hierarchy.” 


That was published in order that John 
Kennedy himself might know that, de- 
spite his avowals, he cannot be dis- 
associated from and free from, the di- 
rectives of the Roman Catholic Church. 
The hierachy says so. 


Immediately, this official pronounce- 
ment created a tremendous repercussion 
in America. Catholic officials of the 
United States immediately began to say 
that this pronouncement of the Vatican 
did not apply here. 


No, of course not, Neither does the 
Catholic Church close Protestant church- 
es in the United States as it closes Pro- 
testant churches in Spain. But once 
given the power to do so without strong 
opposition, then what is the position? 


The Roman Church wins most of its 
victories with the weapon of time. If 
Kennedy wins, with strong emphasis on 
separation of church and state, then 
the door is open for another Catholic 
later who gives the Pope his Ambassa- 
dor, the church schools state support, 
and finally, recognition of one church 
above all others in America. 


Then religious liberty has also died in 
America as it has died in Spain, as it 
has died in Colombia, as it has died 
wherever the Roman Catholic hierarchy 
has the ableness and power to shut it 
down and destroy it in death. 


In common with the great exponents 
of religious liberty, we conceive of re- 
ligion as being a personal, individual, 
voluntary and spiritual relationship be- 
tween a man and his Creator and Sav- 
iour. There is no room whatsoever for 
coercion, or the use of physical force, 
in the realm of religion. 


Religion must be free, the soul must 
have absolute liberty to believe or not 
to believe, to worship or not to worship, 
to say “Yes” or “No” to God, even as 
that soul, and that soul alone shall 
dictate.

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I could not comprehend a word they 
said, but the radiance which glowed on 
their faces was easily understood as 
evidence of the presence of the Holy 
Spirit in their hearts. 


Proceeding on, we came to Chapel La 
Barra, to which Rev. Etanislao Santana 
ministers. Here a little cross and the 
words, Defenders of the Chrsitian Faith 
(in Spanish) on the front of the build- 
ing, identified this as a portion of the 
far-reaching influence of those who have 
faithfully stood through the years be- 
hind Defender missionary labors. 


Presently we approached a building 
somewhat resembling a small filling sta- 
tion with one pump, in front of which 
sat several men on boxes, playing check- 
ers. All were rather disheveled and un- 
kempt. 


Pulling in behind the station we 
found, huddled close to each other, a 
row of tiny houses, over one of which 
was a small cross and the name Defend- 
ers. The minister works all week and 
preaches on Sunday to these exceedingly 
poverty-stricken people. 


To me, a striking evidence of their 
financial condition was two little wire 
cages in the yard, each one holding a 
scrawny chicken. This was the sum total 
of their livestock. 


Soon we were approaching the vicin- 
ity of the hurricane damaged areas. 
Here a cloudburst following “Donna” 
had swept away much property, together 
with many of the people. Driving down 
a narrow, rocky gully and across a 
precarious partly washed-out bridge, 
we finally came to Humacao, a village 
which had felt the brunt of the terrific 
storm. 


The stench of death hung over the 
place, and in the school house we found 
an emergency hospital for the many 
who had been injured. My heart ached 
for all these suffering ones who, in 
spite of their misery, still had smiles on 
their faces. 


The driver of our car is worthy of 
special mention. Pedro Figueroa Baez 
could not speak a word of English, but 
his face reflected his love for God. Dr. 
Rodriguez told me that he is the father 
of thirteen children, eight of whom are 
still at home. 


During the week he works at Defend- 
er Headquarters in Rio Piedras as a 
general helper, and pastors a small out- 
lying congregation on Sunday. His life 
is a continual witness to the redeeming 
love of Christ. 





At dusk on the return to San Juan, 
after hurriedly visiting other chapels, we 
paused in Bayamon, where we have a 
thriving congregation. Dr. Rodriguez 
suggested we pause for a real native 
Puerto Rican meal. We entered a build. 
ing resembling a typical small ham. 
burger stand here in the States. In the 
window we saw a pig roasting on a 
spindle. 


I asked him to order for me. We 
were served with chunks of delicious 
roast pig, along with whole boiled green 
bananas, and Puerto Rican coffee, which 
consists mostly of milk. Then we fin- 
ished the meal with an Alka Seltzer! 


Before leaving the restaurant, I in- 
quired of the waiter how many pigs 
were usually sold each day and he re- 
plied about five, except on Saturday 
and Sunday, when they roasted twelve. 
It was then 7:30 P.M. and the eleventh 
pig was almost half gone. He added 
that the head, with nothing removed, 
was always sold whole! 


Leaving my hotel in San Juan the 
next morning for the airport, I paused 
for a short time at another Defender 
Chapel. On the front is inscribed in 
Spanish, Templo La Hermosa De Los 
(The Temple Beautiful). Over the plat- 
form were the words Jehova Justicia 
Nuestra (Jehovah is our Justice). Rev. 
Gonzalo Diaz is pastor of the thriving 
congregation. 


It was an hour before time for serv- 
ices, but already some of the members 
were there, kneeling before the altar 
asking the blessing of God upon the 
meetings of the day. 


Rev. and Mrs. Diaz came from their 
small apartment behind the Chapel to 
greet me with beaming faces, and to 
wish me God-speed on my journey 
home. My heart was brimming with love 
for these wonderful Puerto Rican people, 
whose simple faith and joy in the Lord 
is a continual witness to the power of 
the Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ.

Another “‘Puerto Rico” 


But there is still another Puerto Rico 

. a little “island” in the midst of a 
vast sea of humanity ... New York City. 
A business matter took me to this city, 
the crossroads of the world, and before 
enplaning for the Island, I was privi- 
leged to visit this little “Puerto Rico,” 
and our Defender Church, right in the 
heart of a crowded section of Spanish- 
speaking peoples. 


Mrs. Gloria Hernandez, wife of our 
faithful mission pastor, was born and 
reared in Puerto Rico, and has recently 
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returned from a long overdue visit 
there. 


During the weeks of her stay, she travel- 
ed over the Island, visiting in various 
Defender Churches. There was very little 
time for rest. She frequently spoke as 
many as seven times a day. Yet she re- 
turned to New York City greatly re- 
freshed in mind, spirit and body. 


What a blessing we had during the 
few hours spent in their humble Chris- 
tian home and in the church service. Be- 
cause of the language barrier, it is often 
dificult for us from the Home Office 
to evaluate properly the work being 
done in these mission fields. 


This first-hand experience has enabled 
me to attain a clearer vision, not only 
of what has been accomplished, but of 
the immensity of the task still ahead... 
of the millions facing death without 
Christ and without hope! May God keep 
us from breaking faith with them! 


After her visit to the Island, Mrs. 
Hernandez requests that we pray espe- 
cially for a great harvest of souls in 
Puerto Rico ... and for Dr. Rodriguez, 
upon whose shoulders rests the burden 
of training young men and women who 
can make possible the answer to these 
prayers ... and who must supervise and 
encourage those who now labor on the 


field. 


I was especially happy to greet the 
five Hernandez children. There is little 
Joey, who a few years ago was so dread- 
fully burned. Through prayer, and the 
hands of skillful surgeons, his face and 
neck are now almost normal. He has 
reached the age of seven and is a sweet, 


wistful child. 


Then there is Elaine, a gracious young 
lady of twelve, who at this ripe young 
age is a truly successful soul winner. 
And Gerald, eleven years old (named 
for Gerald B. Winrod, our founder), is 
a healthy young Christian worker with 
an unusually magnetic personality. All 
three children possess beautiful voices 
and use them in singing the Spanish 





Gospel message, as well as the two older 
daughters. What a dedicated family! 


The New York Church membership 
includes many teen-agers who are study- 
ing music in public schools and have 
organized a junior band to help in mis- 
sion services and street meetings. Most 
of them use rented instruments from 
the schools, as they cannot afford to 
purchase their own; hence are greatly 
handicapped. 


At the moment they have an urgent 
specific need for two more instruments 
— a violin and a saxophone. However, 
other band and orchestra instruments 
could be put to use in God’s work, re- 
gardless of the kind. 


We are praying that some of our De- 
fender friends who possess such instru- 
ments that are not being used, who 
would be willing to dedicate them to the 
use of these young Puerto Rican Chris- 
tians ... will feel led to send them to 
Wichita for transmittal to this Mission 
Church. Or, if you do not possess in- 
struments, perhaps you could possibly 
help with a contribution for the pur- 
chase of used ones. 


If you could only hear these people, 
as I did, as they made the very walls 
and ceiling vibrate to their singing, I 
am sure you would have come away 
with the same inspiration. Although 
every word was in the Spanish language, 
you felt the very presence of God while 
in their midst. 


So here is another “Puerto Rico,” on 
our own shores, our very doorstep. 
Their spiritual needs penetrate our 
hearts, to say nothing of the physical ... 
as they live in crowded tenament houses, 
which frequently are almost worse than 
conditions endured in the interior of 
their homeland. 


There is no more fertile mission field 
today than among these Spanish-speak- 
ing peoples.

The Key Word: Help 


It was help and only help which the 
Psalmist looked for from God; and help 
is not that which dispenses with exertion 
on our part, but rather that which sup- 
poses such exertion. 


Helping a man does not mean doing 
everything for him, and leaving him 
nothing to do for himself; but rather 
assisting him in his efforts — making 
those efforts effectual, when perhaps 
without aid they would be insufficient 
and frustrated. 


It is help and nothing more which is 
promised through the Scriptures. “Help 
us, O God of our salvation,” is the bur- 
den of the supplication of David; and 
Paul, when he would establish an argu- 
ment for boldness in approaching the 
mercy-seat, on the fact that “we have 
not an High Priest which cannot be 
touched with the feeling of our infirmi- 
ties,” says, “That we may obtain mercy 
and find grace to help in time of need.” 


There can be no more dangerous de- 
lusion than to suppose that the opera- 
tion of Divine grace is to supercede the 
necessity for exertion, or (so to speak) 
to make us religious in spite of our- 
selves. 


The Spirit will not force us to pray; 
but if we yield to His impulse, and en- 
deavor to pray, He will “help our in- 
firmities,” and enable us to pray effec- 
tually. He will not make it impossible 
for us to be overcome by temptation; 
but if we resist it, He will come to our 





assistance to help ensure victory. He | 


will not bring to maturity the virtues | 


SCHOOL 
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implanted by Himself without requir- 
ing from us some of the processes of 
moral husbandry; though the showers 
and sunshine are altogether His, the 
labor and tillage must be ours. 












Notice from whom the Psalmist says 
our help comes! It is considered a 
great thing to have a patron who is dis- 
tinguished by rank or deeds. That man 
is envied who can look for help from 
kings, princes, or nobles. But the most 
humble believer can say of the Lord 
who “made heaven and earth,” that He 
is always engaged for his succor and 
protection! 


He presses the forests, the mountains, 
and stars into our service, and makes 
them minister to our comfort and as- 
surance. Everywhere the Christian looks 
are signs telling him not to be afraid. 


Every glorious demonstration of Al- 
mightiness set forth in the processes of 
nature, or in the revolutions of systems, 
does but announce to him what a Guar- 


dian and Upholder he has! What a 


glorious promise!

The Key Word: Hart 


The word “soul” is feminine in He- 
brew. and is here compared to the fe- 
male deer, for “pants” is the feminine 
form of the verb, though its noun is 
masculine. The soul is the seat of emo- 
tions and desires. It “pants” and 
“thirsts,” is “cast down,” and is dis- 
quieted; it is “poured out.” It can be 
bidden to “hope.” 


Thus, tremulous, timid, mobile, it is 
beautifully compared to a hart. The 
true object of its longing is always God, 
however little it knows for what it is 
thirsting. 


But happy in their very yearnings 
are those who are conscious of their 
true direction, and can say that it is 
God for whom they are athirst. The cor- 
respondence between man’s needs and 
their true object is involved in that 
name, “the living God;” for a heart can 
rest only in one all-sufficient Person, and 
must have His heart to throb against. 


But no finite being can still the 
yearning; and after all the sweetness of 
human love and the help of human 
strength, the soul’s thirst still remains 
unslaked, and the only Person who is 
enough must be the living God. 


The difference between the worldly 
and devout men is just that the one 
can say only, “My soul pants and 
thirsts,” and the other can add ... “af- 
ter Thee, O God.” 


A camel does not pant after water 
brooks, because it carries its own water 
within it; but the hart does, because it 
has no inward resources. After being 
hunted on a hot day, it has no inward 
supply; it is drained of its moisture. So 
are we. 


We do not carry a store of grace 
within of our own upon which we can 
rely; we need to come again, and again, 
and again, to the Divine fountain, and 
drink anew from the eternal spring. 


Hence because we have a new life, 
and that life is dependent upon God, 
and has all its fresh springs in Him, 
we therefore pant and thirst after Him. 
If a sacred life could be maintained by 
its own energies within, one might do 
without God, but since we are thirsty, 
and poor, and miserable apart from 
Him, we must drink day by day of the 
living springs, or else faint and die.

Lesson Number Two 
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The Key Verse: Psalm 42:2 


“My soul thirsteth for God, for the 
living God: when shall I come and ap. 
pear before God?” 


Do human beings desire God in that 
intense way? We are all acquainted 
with some physical sensations of that 
intensity. We have all felt thirst, or at 
least we can imagine a thirst which is 
almost delirious in its desire for water. 


The Psalmist portrays the deepest 
need of the soul which the world cannot 
supply. Loved ones, no matter how dear, 
are not sufficient. Wealth, fame, plea- 
sure, religious ceremony, do not satisfy. 
Problems which face humanity today 
are unsolved without God to supply the 
answers. Only Christ, the one who said 
“T am the bread of life: he that cometh 
to me shall never hunger; and he that 
believeth on me shall never thirst” is 
the solution. 


But are there any feelings in the hu- 
man heart towards God comparable to 
physical thirst? Is there in human na- 
ture a thirst for God to be compared 
with the thirst for knowledge or the 
thirst for beauty? How long has it been 
since you had such an unutterable long- 
ing to be more a part of God? 


The Key Fact: Sinful Souls Are Mel- 
ancholic 


There are times when our soul like 
David’s, is cast down within us. Strength, 
courage, hope, are dying. We lose the 
very sense of freedom, and are like a 
derelict, borne to and fro, helpless on 
the currents, to be lashed at last on 
some inhospitable shore. 


There are inward movements of the 
spirit, known only to God, which bring 
us to this prostration. However it may 
be reached, no man with deep human 
experience is ignorant of David’s mean- 
ing. 

Forgetting God is man’s natural in 
stinct when his soul is cast down within 
him. Despair is reckless, and deep mit- 
ery tends strongly to despair. 


Job’s state of mind, as described in 
the third chapter of his book, was any- 
thing but gracious. He was so unutter- 
ably wretched that he cursed his very 
existence. And this is the peril to souls 
cast down.

the Key Word: Blessed 


The blessed man in our lesson today 
is partially described by negatives. We 
begin with children by teaching them 
what they must not do. The man who 
“walketh in the counsel of the ungodly” 
is not a happy person. 


Nowhere in the devil’s territories can 
you find a happy man. Men who have 
run the whole round of so-called plea- 
sure unite to say, “If you desire happi- 
ness, avoid walking in our footprints.” 


And yet it seems as though every 
young man must try for himself. He 
will not take the experience of others; 
or follow the directions of the “caution- 
board.” 


The blessed man is partially describ- 
ed by what he should do. God does not 
destroy our powers, but turns them in 
the right direction. 


How can we be happy? Study. He 
who thinks grows. Meditate in the 
“Law of the Lord.” We are not a Bible- 
reading people today. The old-fashion- 
ed Christians of years gone by were. 


Note the consequences of this “de- 
light in the Law of the Lord.” Beauty. 
Righteous men have beauty of character. 
“Whatsoever he doeth shall prosper.” 


Should we fail, we can use that fail- 
ure, or, if with the help of God, as a 
stepping-stone to later success. “The 
ungodly are not so.” 


The sinner has a brief day. It may 
not seem so now; but God says he is 
“like the chaff.” But we should not seek 
happiness as an end. Seek goodness, 
and the happiness will come. 


What is the final outcome of the hap- 
py life? Fruitfulness. Such a life is 
well-rooted. Its leaf shall not wither. 
The leaf indicates the health of the tree. 


The man whose soul is full of truth 
and righteousness need not be perpetu- 
ally declaring, “I am a Christian,” for 
his walk and conversation declare it. He 
bringeth forth fruit in his season. He 
will ever be doing good as he has op- 
portunity. 

There is an obverse to this picture of 
the happy life. “The ungodly are not 
so.” As to his life — it is chaff. There 
is no profit in it. As to his death — it is 

a furrow in the sea. After death, he 
shall “not stand in judgment.” Most of 
us have been disappointed in our pur- 
suit of happiness. There is, however, a 
right and sure way to pursue it. 
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The Key Verse: Psalm 1:3 


“And he shall ‘be like a tree planted 
by the rivers of water, that bringeth 
forth his fruit in his season; his leaf 
also shall not wither; and whatsoever he 


doeth shall prosper.” 


It is deeply interesting, in counting 
the circles of a cross section of an old 
tree trunk, to note the variations, some 
being almost imperceptibly narrow, and 
some so broad that you fear you might 
have counted two as one. 


As you count the outer circles, your 
memory, reaching back, reveals the 
cause for this difference. The years of 
drought are the years of little growth. 


For our spirits, as for the tree, it 
holds true that a man can receive noth- 
ing except it be given him from heaven. 
There are surely seasons when one can 
make little increase save under excep- 
tional circumstances, such as those of a 
tree by the river side, which shows little 
variation. 


It draws its supplies from an abiding 
source. It is this sweet secret that finds 
expression in the First Psalm. “He shall 
be like a tree planted by the rivers of 
water.” They who live near the Lord, 
who delight themselves in His law and 
meditate on it day and night, are ever 
growing and fruitful. 


The Key Fact: The Ways of the 
Ungodly Are Undesirable 


Natural chaff is an unprofitable pro- 
duct. It contains no solid matter, but is 
a light and fluffy substance, subject to 
many alterations; even so the wicked 
are not solid in purpose and enterprise, 
but like chaff, light, easily tossed and 
blown away, light in words and light in 
mind. 


They are likewise unprofitable in two 
ways. In matters concerning this life, 
wherein, though they have ability, they 
lack the will to do good. In matters 
spiritual, though they may have the 
will, they lack ability. 

In that the Spirit of God compares all 
wicked men to chaff, we learn that the 
estate and condition of wicked men is 
exceedingly inconstant, void, uncertain, 
mutable, and changeable. 


They have no certain stay, no sure 
and settled estate in this world. Whether 
we consider the matters of religion and 
God’s worship, or the things of the 
world, we see them as chaff — vain, vile, 
uncertain, mutable. 


A gale of prosperity hoists them up, 
but they neither know themselves, nor 
where they are. A blast of adversity 
blows them down, and makes them tear 
the heavens with murmuring and them- 
selves with impatience. No state, no 
time, no place contents them. Such is 
the way of the ungodly.

THE MERCY OF GOD 





The Key Word: Transgression 


The word translated “transgression” 
literally signifies separation, or rending 
apart, or departure; and hence expresses 
a going away. From what? Rather the 
question should be — from whom? 


All sin is a departure from God. And 
that is its deepest and darkest character- 
istic. And that is what needs to be most 
urged, for it is the one that we are most 
apt to forget. 


The removal of sin is a beautiful pic- 
ture. It is “forgiven,” “covered,” “not 
imputed.” 


The great type of all wrongdoers is 
the Prodigal Son, the essence of whose 
fault was, first, that he selfishly de- 
manded his father’s goods; and, second, 
that he went away into a far country. 
Your sins separate you from God. 


Another aspect of the same foul thing 
rises before the Psalmist’s mind. This 
evil which he has done was not only re- 
bellion against God, but it was, accord- 
ing to our Scripture, “a sin,” by which 
is meant literally “missing an aim.” 


Man’s chief end is to glorify God and 
to enjoy Him forever. Anyone, no mat- 
ter how successful in worldly things, 
who fails to realize that end, is a failure 
through and through. 


He alone strikes the target whose 
arrows are not deflected by gusts of 
passion, and who then aimed them 
straight at the bull’s eye. With firm hand 
and clear eye he seeks and secures the 
absolute conformity of his will to the 
Father’s will, and makes God his aim 
and end in all things. 


There is another aspect of this same 
thought, and that is that every piece of 
evil misses its own shabby mark. A 
rogue is a round-about fool. Seldom 
does a man get, in evil doing, the thing 
for which he did the wrong or, should 
he obtain it, he receives something else 
along with it that takes away all the 
sweetness. Sin, whether big or little, is 
a blunder, a missing of the mark. 


The Czar of Russia, when railways 
were introduced into that country, was 
asked to determine the line between St. 
Petersburg and Moscow. He took a 
ruler, drew a straight line across the 
map and said “There!” Our autocrat 
has drawn a line just as straight, for the 
highway from earth to heaven; and by 
the side of it is the crooked, dangerous 
lowroad which so many prefer to travel. 





The Key Verse: Psalm 32:5 


“I acknowledged my sin unto thee, 
and mine iniquity have I not hid. I said, 
I will confess my transgressions unto 
the Lord; and thou forgavest the iniqui- 
ty of my sin. Selah.” 


When a man knows his own fault, he 
does not want others to know it. He 
would prefer to remain in their eyes the 
spotless individual he once was in his 
own. It is a degrading thought that 
others should know you have been guil- 
ty of meanness, of intemperance, of pas- 
sion, of untruthfulness; and yet by try. 
ing to conceal it, you add deception to 
the first error. 


Not that we are bound to blaze 
abroad our faults; that might do more 
harm than good: but to cover or excuse 
them, so as to retain the good opinion 
of others, is fruitless and insincere, 
Bitter though it is to lose the good opin- 
ion of friends; still that is better than 
hypocrisy. It is God whom we offend 
and to Him we must confess our sin. 
Immediately a change takes place. The 
joy of salvation returns. We are recon- 
ciled with God. Once more we have 
sweet communion with Him. 


The Key Fact: God’s Mercies Are 
Not Always Recognized 


God’s mercies are more numerous 
than we realize. We choose to call this 
one or that one a benefit and a blessing 
because it happens to fit our desires, or, 
at least, our ideas of what a blessing 
ought to be. But we are too short-sight- 
ed to see all the stars of God’s goodness 
in the sky. Only here and there can we 
perceive a point of light, a larger or a 
lesser sun or planet. 


Had we finer spiritual vision, we 
should perceive the innumerable points 
of light in what are now to us the dark 
interstellar spaces. The highly sensitized 
plate of the astronomical camera reveals 
a countless multitude of stars where a 
field glass, or even a telescope, discovers 
only blank space. 


We have not gone so far in spiritual 
perception — we are not so spiritually 
sensitized as to see our sky a blaze of 
light. But each new revelation, each new 
star or group of stars, as it appears 
above our horizon, ought to be an evi- 
dence that the dark is not darkness, but 
light unperceived. The sky of life is not 
merely studded with mercies. It is itself 
mercy! 


God tells us that He will encompass 
us about with mercy. And what is this 
protecting wall, sent from God? His 
pity, mingled with divine love. The sin- 
ner needs both, for he is a transgressor, 
prone to err. Who of us would be fool- 
ish enough to turn our backs on His 
gracious gift?

The Key Word: Supplications 


If a beggar should come to your 
house, and you gave him alms, you 
would be greatly annoyed if within a 
month he came again: And if you then 
found that he meant to make it a rule 
to wait upon you regularly for a con- 
tribution, you would likely say to him, 
“I gave you something once, but I did 
not mean to establish it as a rule.” 


Imagine, however, the beggar being 
so impudent as to say, “But I intend, 
sir, to wait upon you every morning and 
every evening.” Doubtless you would 
reply, “I shall keep my gate locked so 
you can not trouble me.” 


Then suppose he should look you in 
the face and add: “Sir, I intend to visit 
you every hour, nor can I promise I 
won’t come sixty times in an hour; but 
I vow and declare that as often as I 
want anything just so often will I come 
to you. If I only have a wish, I will 
come and tell it to you; the least thing 
and the greatest thing shall drive me to 
you. I will always be at the threshold 
of your door.” 


You would soon tire of such pertinac- 
ity, and wish the beggar anywhere else 
rather than he should harass you so. 
Yet, this is just what you have done to 
God, and He has never complained, but 





has said, “Thou hast not called upon 
Me, O Jacob.” He does not murmur at 
the frequency of*your prayers, but com- 
plains that you do not come to Him 
enough. 


There is a bell in Moscow that never 
was hung and never was rung. It is 
one of the largest bells in the world, but 
its clapper has never swung against its 
great resounding sides. 


Many a human heart has been placed 
where it is that it might beat with love 
to God; but, like the bell, has never 
been hung and never been rung. Lost 
and dying soul, your heart was made 
to love God and resound His message. 


Will you let it lie there, as they have 
left the Moscow bell to stand in the 
courtyard amid the dust and rubbish 
of the palace? Would you not rather 
pray, and strive, and agonize that your 
heart should be hung, that it might ring 
out in a melody of love to God? 


The Key Verse: Psalm 116:7 


“Return unto thy rest, O my soul; 
for the Lord hath dealt bountifully with 
thee.” 


It was scarcely a stone’s throw from 
the busy streets, almost in the center of 
the city’s crowding and rushing, that we 
found the quaint little park with its 
grass and trees, its flowers, its quiet 
resting-places, and playing children. 


“How strange it is to find such a 
garden spot in the heart of all the city’s 
din and traffic!” I said, dropping down 
upon one of the rustic seats. “Yet how 
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hard it would be to endure all the strain 
and turmoil if there were no such 
places!” 


“It is like life, “my friend replied 
thoughtfully. “Our days are full of 
care and toil, of eager pursuit and fever- 
ish ambition. The demands of business 
of civic duty, and of social life, crowd 
and press upon each other; but deep in 
the heart of each of us, if life is what 
it should be, lies some quiet little gar- 
den spot, fenced about and protected.

The Key Fact: God's Gifts 


Bountiful 


It is a most natural thing, as all lan- 
guages show, to talk of a man’s lot, 
either of sorrow or of joy, as the cup 
which he has to drink; and there are 
plenty of instances of the metaphor in 
the Psalms, such as “Thou art the por- 
tion of mine inheritance and of my cup, 
Thou maintainest my lot ...” “My 
cup runneth over.” 


That familiar emblem is all that is 
wanted here. “The cup of salvation” 
expresses, by its plural form, the fulness 
and variety of the manifold and multi- 
form deliverances which God had 
wrought and was working for the 
Psalmist. 


His entire lot in life appears to him 
as a cup, full of tender goodness, loving 
faithfulness, delivering grace. It runs 
over with Divine acts of help and sus- 
tenance. 


As his grateful heart thinks of all 
God’s benefits to him, he feels at once 
the impulse to requite and the impossi- 
bility of doing it. The great thought, 
then, which lies here is that we best re- 
pay God by thankfully taking what He 
gives. 
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
